POPE IN PERIL; 
DOCTORS FEAR 
HEART FAILURE 


Pontiff Attacked by Senile 
Pneumonia and Vatican 
. Officials Do Not Con- 
ceal Their Alarm. 


EXHAUSTED AFTER DRIVE 


Growing Feebleness Shows More 


Plainly and Other Physi- 
cians Will Be Called for 
Consultation Today. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

ROME, July 5, 3a. m.—Pope Leo is serious- 
ly, if not alarmingly, ill with senile pneu- 
monia,-which developed from a cold con- 
tracted Friday afternoon, following a drive 
in the vatican grounds. : é 

His holiness has been unable to leave his 
bed since Friday night, and his heart is grad- 
ually becoming weaker, necessitating fre- 
quent doses of digitalis. ) 

Dr. Lapponi was with the pontiff all Friday 
night, and has been at his bedside all this 
night. He does not conceal his fears that the 
pope may be attacked with heart failure at 
Any moment. 

Crisis in a Few Days. 

Judging from the present symptoms, the 
prognosis is that if all goes weil the crisis 
leading to recovery will occur within seven or 
eight days, but if the disease takes a bad 
turn, especially if the heart grows weaker, a 
catastrophe may occur in four or five days. 

The temperature in the axilia is normal, as 
is nearly always the cave in the form of pneu- 
monia from which the pontiff is suffering. 

The chief cause of the paticnt’s uneasiness 
is a shortness of breath due to the accumula- 
tion of phlegm, and as his holinéss coughs 
but Httle there is scarcely any expectoration 
of mucus from the trachea orlungs. , 

Pope Collapses and Faints. 

Cardinal Rampolla, the papal secretary of 
state, last evening summoned Cardinal 
Oreglia di Santo Stefano, doyen of the sacred 
college and the only survivor of the conclave 
which elected Leo pope. Cardinal Oreglia 
visited the pope And hdd a ‘sétret audience 
with him at 8 o'clock. After the audience 
his holiness collapsed and had another faint- 
ing fit. His medical attendants, who rushed 
to his assistance, found the action of the 
heart extremely feeble and decided to sus- 
tain it by injections of caffeine. 


Has a Sinister Significance. 

The visit of Cardinal Oreglia has a sinis- 
ter significance. In his official capacity of 
dean of the sacred college it will be his duty, 
in the event of the pope’s death, to perform 
an important ceremony. Assuming violet 
robes of mourning, he will proceed to the 
death room, where all are kneeljng; he will 
unveil the face of the departed and strike 
the forehead of the dead pontiff with a sil- 
ver hammer, calling the deceased by name, 
and will then solemnly announce that the 
pope is really dead. 

It is alleged that Cardinal Oreglia went to 
the vatican, hammer in hand, when Pope 
Leo was operated on for the removal of a 
eyst in 1899, and that his holiness had dis- 
liked the cardinal since that time. 

Cardinals in Rome Notified. 

All the cardinals in Rome have been pri- 
vately informed as to the pope’s real condi- 
tion. It is a secret well guarded, and only 
Dr. Lapponi, Cardinal Rampolla, and Cardi- 
nal Oreglia know the truth. 

Several cardinals called at the vatican dur- 
ing the night, but they were not admitted. 

The wildest rumors are in circulation here 
regarding the condition of the pope. Some 
represent the pontiff as sinking and others 
go even further. The vatican authorities 
wish to delay any announcements of the 
pope’s condition and to keep all news regard- 
ing him secret as long as possible in order to 
gain time to prepare the cardinals for the 
conclave, which must be held in the event of 


the pope’s death. 
Pope’s Nephew Informed. 

A telegram was sent today to Count Ludo- 
vico Pecci, the eldest nephew of the pope, 
who lives at Carpinetto, the birthplace of his 
holiness, informing him of the pontiff’s ill- 
ness. 

At the vatican at 2 o’clock this morning 
the only noticeable difference is seen in a re- 
infor¢ement of the detachment of Swiss 
guards at the bronze door and an equal rein- 


forcement of Italian police outside in readi- 


ness for affy event. The massive building 
of the Apostolic palace only showed a great- 
er number of lighted windows than usual. 
The pope was restless early in the night, but 
he dropped to sleep about midnight. - 


Suddenly Worse After a Drive. 

It appears that the condition of the pope 
became suddenly worse after Friday's 
drive in the vatican gardens, when, not- 
withstanding the fact that the temperature 
was 96 dekrees Fahrenheit. he caught cojd, 
and it setyed in his chest and head, produc- 
ing shortly afterwards diffuse bronchial ca- 
tarrh, accompanied by a slight cough, thirst, 
lassitude, and watery eyes. 

The condition of the pope showed some im- 
provement during the day, but his holiness 
became worse on Saturday, making it im- 
perative for Dr. Lapponi to remain again at 
the vatican throughout the night in erder to 
watch his patient, who, according to the 
latest diagnosis, seems to have an affection 


of the right lung. 
Fortunately, up to the present no fever

Forty-eight Deaths and 3,431 
Injured Is the Record of 
One Day’s Explosive 


HAVOC OF TOY PISTOL. 


Reports from All Parts of the 
United States Show That 
Fatalities Are More Nu- 
merous than Ever. 


The total figures of dead and injured tnclude 
many received too late for classification in the 
table on the following page. 


THE TRIBUNE this mor.iing, as has been the 
custom for several years, presents statistics 
on deaths and accidents resulting from 
fourth of July celebrations in all parts of the 
country. 

The figures given this mo-ning are not com- 

plete, but comprise al! reported up to the 
time of going to press. liow they compare 
with the disasters of last year can be seen 
at a glance. : 
* According to the reporis on the night of the 
fourth last year there were 21 killed and 2,172 
injured, the total the next day being? still 
larger, 31 dead and 2,772 injured. 


Pistols and Crackers Head List. 

Following the rulé, toy pistols and cannon 
crackers did the greatest amount-of harm, 
but every variety of fireworks had its share 
in filling the hospitals. Nearly 1,200 were 
hurt by crackers, caréless use of firearms 
| caused 400 injuries, and the deadly toy pistol 
claimed over 400 victims. 

Loose powder and powder packed in gas 
pipe and toy cannons, or in other ways used 
for noisemaking purposes, claimed an enor- 
mous number of victims, the total running 
over 600. 

There seemed to be even more ingenuity 
displayed in ways of getting hurt than ever 
before, persons being reported injured in 
most unheard of ways.

Mr. Bridgens was the son of Edward J. 
Bridgens of Lockhaven, Pa. He was 26 
years old anfl had been in Chicago five years 
as the representative of Kistler, Lesh & Co., 
a Boston leather house.

Lytle street. They just caught him, for he 
was starting out with his family for an 
evening celebration. When he heard the 
story: of the, dying’ man waiting for his bride 
he turned about face and accompanied Ald. 

The license was is- 
sued in due form in the County building, and 
the alderman hurried away with it. 

In the meantime the Rev. J. Albert Rond- 
thaler, former pastor of the Fullerton Ave- 
nue Presbyterian church, and an old friend 
of the Erhart family, had been summoned, 
and reached Englewood a few minutes before 
Ald. Badenoch arrived with the license. 


Ceremony as Life Ebbs. 

The ceremony was performed at the bed- 
side, Miss Erhart kneeling and clasping the 
almost motionless hands which lay on the 
white eounterpane. Mr. Erhart, with swim- 
ming eyes, gave away the bride and the lit- 
tle company of friends acted as witnesses. 
Mr. Bridgens was growing weaker and 
weaker, but he mustered sufficient strength 
to make the responses of the service and 
place the ring upon his sweetheart’s finger. 
The bride, so soon to be a widow, gave her- 
self to her sweetheart with a smile of faith 
upon her lips.

| Swear They Will Kili Every 
White in Norway, 8. C. 


MILITIA IS NOW ASKED FOR. 


Proposed Massacre Is in Revenge for 
Recent Lynching of Negro. 


Orangeburg, 8. C., July 4.—[Special.}—The 
little town of Norway, twelve miles from 
here, is surrounded by 200armed negroes, who 
Swear they will burn the place an@ murder 
every white person in it in revenge for a re- 
cent lynching. The few whites who reside 
in Norway are frantic with fear and have 
appealed to Gov. Heyward to rush troops 
to gave them from the negroes. Word has 
been received from Columbia, the state capi- 
tal, that the governor has dispatched a 
company of militia to the scene. 


Negroes Guard Every Roed. 
The negroes have guards stationed on 
every road leading to and from the town, 
hopifig that they might carry out their pur- 


whites reaching the governor, but at8 o'clock 
tonight the people of Norway bribed a friend- 
ly negro to bring the news here and it was 
immediately wired to the governor, 

This messenger says that the negroes are 
infuriated against the whites of Norway 
because of the recent lynching by them of 
Charles Evans, the negro suspected of the 
murder,of John T. Phillips, a prominent citi- 
zen. The negro was taken from the fail at 
Norway last Wednesday night and shot to 
death in the street. Four other negroes sup- 
posed ja» be implicated with Evans were 
beaten into insensibility and two of them 
have since died. 

Last Saturday a young son of Phillips 
whipped some negroes at Norway, and sev- 
eral threats were made by the negroes then. 
Monday night while seated at his supper 
table Mr. Phillips was killed by some one who 
fred through the windows of his dining 
room. Phillips died instantly and two of his 
little children seated with him were wounded 
by the shot. 

The negroes allege that Evans and the 
| other two negroes lynched were innocent of 

the charge of killing Phillips and for this 
reason vengeance {fs sought on the whites of 


Norway. 
: Planning the Massacre. 

The negro messenger, bribed by the Nor- 
| way whites to bring the news of the rising, 
‘says the negroes have been planning since 
| Thursday the burning of the town and the 
slaughter of the whites. It is alleged that

Accidents in Chicago. 

To the country’s total of casualties Chicago 
furnished its usua] quota, and in thie city 
sorrow and suffering were present In scores

Dozens of boys and men, if they survive 
their injuries, will go through life maimed 
because they refused to heed the warning 
of death and wounds handed down from 
previous celebrations of the day. 

From all parts of the city it was the one

The one exception struck Hartwell in the 
eye and followed up the first blow with sev- 
eral others. Hartwell dropped his cane, had 
himself temporarily patched up in a neigh- 
boring drug store, and then went home. 

Giant Cracker Kills a Goat. 
The goat Big Bill at Sans Souci park was 
killed last evening by trying to eat a giant 
firecracker. The same explosion set off a lot 
of fireworks stored in the goat shed and in- 
jured two employés.

YACHT CAPSIZED IN LAKE: 
CREW OF FOUR IS RESCUED. 


Squall Strikes The Saint When Man Is 
Aloft and the Boat Goes Over—Was 
Far in the Lead. 


The yacht Saint, carrying a crew of four 
men, was capsized a mile northeast of the 
government pier yesterday morning. A. 
Cameron, one of the owners, was aloft at 
the time making the jib sail fast, which had 
been carried away in a sudden squall of 
wind. Another puff of wind, with the added 
weight of Cameron above, completed the dif- 
ficulty, and the boat was blown over into 
the water. 

The accident was witnessed by the passen- 
gers on the guest boat and the tug Uncle Sam 
was called to the assistance of the men in the 
water. 

When the tug came alongside the yacht, 
Cameron, with A. R. Cosgrove, the other half 
partner in the boat, with Raymondand David 
Winship, the other members of the crew, 
were hanging to the yacht’s rigging. The 
yachts Allie T. and Marie, owned and sailed 
by Albert H. Meads, both went tothe Saint's 
assistance, but were too late to be of service. 


Half Milein the Lead. , 

At the time the yacht was capsized it was 
half a mile in the lead in the racé of the 
Columbia Yacht club for boats of the 
class 4 “A” type, eighteen footers. The 
wind was coming in puffs from the south 
and the jibsail was carrying well. All at once 
the jib sheet gave way and the sail was 
fiying in the wind. Cameron went aloft to 
fasten it and the man at the wheel failed 
to luff when another squall struck the yacht. 

Cameron struck the water twenty feet 
from the deck line. He swam back, and 
with the others climbed on the sides. Cos- 
grove said that the loss of the race was the 
serious incident of the affair. : 


Not the Wind’s Fault. 

“It was not the fault of the wind,” said 
Mr. Cosgrove. “Our jib sail had carried 
away, and when Cameron went above to 
make it fast another puff struck us when 
Wwe were topheavy. The guest boat calleda 
tug for us and we were towed in. Other 
yachts came up to lend us a hand, but we did 
not need theig help. -If we had not had the 
misfortune t@ lose the race none of us would 
have minded the ducking that we received.” 


Vencedor’s Mishap During Race. 

Two minor accidents also contributed to 
the excitement of the race. The peak hal- 
yards of Vencedor broke and the boat was 
delayed some minutes for repairs. After it 
was again under way it hada brush with Van- 
enna, and although Vencedor finished first it 
was loser, and a protest was entered on the 
claim of foul with Vanenna. Thor Bjorn 
broke its peak halyards and also lost consid- 
erable time. 

Along the lake scores of yachts and smal! 
pleasure crafts were outin the morning. The 
wind rose in the middle of the forenoon and 
drove most of them to shelter before noon, 
saving them from being caught in the after- 
noon squall.

Operation Few Weeks Ago. 

Until the middle of June the reports that 
came out of the vatican were of a highly en- 
couraging nature, but June 14 the pope was 
forced to submit to an operation for the re- 
moval of 'a tumor which had grown under 
his arm. Prof. Mazzoni, the pope’s special 
surgeon, however, performed the operation 
with rare delicacy, subjecting Leo to little 
pain. The pope refused ‘to take any anes- 
thetic. With calm eyes he watched the 
operation interestedly. The reports that had 
got afioat to the effect that he was dying 
annoyed the pope much at this time. To 
utterly refute these rumors Leo agzin re- 
fused_ to obey his physicians, who begged 
him to give up his daily audiences. He re- 
iterated that it was his duty to go through 
with the matter at all costs. 

Disquieting reports came from the vatican 
during the last week in June, which told of 
fainting spells that hed visited the pope with 
frequency, and Dr. Lapponi made a public 
statement to the effect that if the pope would 
only consent to oease his activity and rest 
as long as his advanced years made impera- 


but this Leo, as before, refused to accede to. 
He declared he would go on with his work, 
no matter what the cost shou!d be. 


First Significant Warning. 

The first significant warning that the pope 
was reaching the limit of his wonderful pow- 
ers of endurance came from a correspondent 
of the Paris Temps on June 5. On that date 
he telégraphed from Rome; 

“Leo XIII. continues to Teceive, but those 
who see him notice the gradual decline 
which, without exciting apprehension that 
any catastrophe is immirent, does not war- 
rant a continuance of the confident optim- 
ism. His recent audiences were extremely 
fatiguing. ; 

* Each time the pope received pilgrims he 
wae obliged to rest, sometimes for two or 
three days. During the last few days the 
pope has suffered from costiveness, and his 
diet is being restricted to milk, bouillon, and 
| 

“Little fresh air is admitted to the pope’s 
apartments in the vatican. His valet, Cen- 
tra, opens the windows on the pontiff’s sleep- 
ing room momentarily night and morning, 
but the air is more or less vitiated and there 
is a lack of sufficient oxygen, which counts 
against a man of his age. 


Slowly Wasting Away. 

“The opinion is almost unanimous that Pope 
Leo has been slowly wasting away, atrophy- 
ingj for some time. The pope rises laie and 
does not celebrate mass except on Sunday, 
when no one assists him except the faithful 
Centra, who serves him at these masses. The 
pontiff appears not to desire that others 
should see his infirmities. The trembling of 
hie hands has become noticeable.”’

These reports were undoubtedly based upon 
confidential reports sent out from within the 
Vatican, but when the flood of telegrams 
came in the usual public denials were forth- 
coming. It was stated that his holiness, 
thdugh not quite so strong as before, owing 
to his last attack of hemorrhoids, was lead- 
ing his ordinary life, except that he grants 
fewer audiences. On June 12 the pope re- 
ceived a number of American visitors, in- 
cluding the Rev. Father Murphy. : 


Rumors Kept from Him. 

On June 14 Dr. Lapponi, in an interview, 
stated that he was still treating the pope for 
his indisposition, which would not be worth 
mentioning were it not for the pontiff’s ad- 
vanced age.

This 
aseures that you will live to see a hundred,’’ 

At this remark the pope laughed heartily.

Lapponi Reassures Public. 


On June 18 Dr. Lapponi, in another public 
interview, contradicted the alarmist reports 
concerning the pope’s health. ‘Dr. Lappont 
asserted then that the pope was wonder- 
fully well for a man of $4, and that his pres- 
ence at the:consistory to be held on June 21 
would be an answer to the pessimists. 

On this day the pope received Mers. 
Rooker and Dougherty, the newly conse- 
crated bishops of the two dioceses in the 
Philippines. His holiness recommended that 
they should exercise a conciliatory policy to- 
wards their Filipino flocks. The pope spoke 
admiringly and affectionately of the United 
States and of President Roosevelt. He con- 
cluded by blessing the bishops and their new 
dioceses. The pontiif appeared to be in good 
health. 

Bishop Rooker remarked that he had not 
seen his holiness for ten years and did not 
‘find him changed, at which remark Pope 
Leo smiled and showed evident pleasure. 

The pone himself added to the general 
alarm over his condition by being unable to 
give a number of audiences on June 18 that 
he had promised. He protested against the 
portponement, declaring that he would im- 
mediately be reported as dying, “ Which I 
am not,”” he added ‘emphatically. Indeed, a 
rumor that his holiness had had a relapse 
already was in circulation. 


Holds a Private Consistory. 


On June 22 the pope held a consistory, at 
which he appointed seven new cardinals. 
The ceremony was made as brief as possible, 
owing to the enfeebled condition of Pope 
Leo. His holiness stood the fatigue better 
than had been expected. He was borne into 
the consistory hall half hidden in the vest- 
ments of his sacred office. He received the 
homage of the cardinals and of the curia 
and read a brief allocution in Latin in a weak 
voice. He stopped frequently and looked 
tired at its end. He told Dr. Lapponi after 
the ceremony was over: 

“Well, I held the consistory, though the 
newspapers say I am dying.”’ 


Lest Public Appearance. 


On June 25 Pope Leo held what was de- 
clared at that time might be his last public 
consistory. It was for this elaborate cere- 
mony that the pontiff had been husbanding 
his strength. He was borné into the Sala 
Regia in the sedia gestatoria, through the 
living ranks of the great assemblage. 

The pope smiled while he blessed the crowds 
as he passed.

_ To the President, Oyeter Bay: I thank you deeply 
for your message, and I earnestly hope that the 
Pacific cable, by opening the wide horizon of the 
great east, may prove a useful factor to the com- 
merce of the United States. 

CLARENCE H. MACKAY. 

President Roosevelt received the message 
at 12:04% thi+ (Sunday) morning. The time 
consumed in passing around the world was 
nine and a half minutes. 

The best previous time for a message 
around the world was made on one sent by 
United States Senator Chauncey M. Depew 
from the National Electric exposition, Grand 
Central palace, in New York City, in 1896. It 
took fifty minutes to transmit the message. 

Mr. Mackay’s reply was followed by a num- 
ber of congratulatory messages from gov- 
ernors of, states and other public officials to 
Gov. Taft. 

Secretary of War Root sent the following 
cable message to Gov. Tatt: 

“Taft, Manila: Congratulations to Philip- 
pine government and people upon being 
brought nearer to the people of America, on 
whose friendship and good faith rests the 
hopes of a glorious future for Philippines 
patriotism. One more great event is added to 
those which should make the fourth of July 
a day of happy memories ‘in the archipelago. 

Root, Secretary of War.”

Great Fleets in Pe-Chi-Li Gulf. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. J, 

PEKIN, July 4.—There are more foreign 
warships in the gulf of Pe-Chi-Li now than 
ever before, even during the boxer troubles of 
1900. Of the warships now in the gulf there are 
fifty Rissian vessels, including the new fleet 
under Admiral Stalkenberg. There are about 
twenty American war vessels under Rear 
Admiral Robley D. Evans, while the Eng- 
‘lish and Japanese have fully 100 warships 
along the coast of China. 

The report that Japay has recalled all her 
military and naval officers who are abroad 
is discredited. There are also reports of traf- 
fie in foodstuffs, coal, and war mateérials in 
Japan, and also at New Chwang and Cheng- 
wan-tao, together with an unusual move- 
ment of troops in Manchuria. The assur- 
ances of Russian officials as to the peaceful 
intention of the latter movement have been 
accepted for the time being. 

Russians Confer at Port Arthur. 

‘The expected conference was held at Port 
Arthur yesterday by Gey. Kuropatkin, Rus- 
sian minister of war, with M. Lesear, Russian 
minister to China. Gen. Kuropatkin arrived 
at Port Arthur on June 30, and immediately 
summoned M. Lessar, Admiral Alexieff, 
commander of the Russian forces at Port Ar- 
thur, and M. Pokotiloff, manager of the 
Russo-Chinese bank, to meet him at the lat- 
ter place. 
| Inspecting Russian Forts. 

BERLIN, July 4.—The correspondent of the 
Cologne Gazette at St. Petersburg telegraphs 


that, according to reports from Viadivos- | 


tok, the Russian war minister, Gen. Kuro- 
patkin, acting on instructions from the czar,

Corea Complains of Foreigners.

construction of houses outside their respec- 
tive concessions, which the Russians are not 
permitted to do. 


American Demands on China. | 


SHANGHAI, July 4.—The conclusion of the 
American commercial treaty is only awaiting 
a definite reply from the Chinese to the 
American demand for the opening of the 
ports of Manchuria. The Chinese delegates 
are evading this reply, while the Americans 
insist upon its definite reference to the gov- 
ernment at Pekin. 


Roosevelt Deeply Interested. 


Washington, D. C., July 4.—[Special.]— 
President Roosevelt is deeply interested in 


the demands made upon Russia by England 


and Japan to carry out its pledge to evacu- 


' ate Manchuria. Officials of the department 
' of state do not believe that this demand was 


made recently. Months ago representations 
of this character were transmitted to China, 
but since then Russia has given assurances 


of her intention to observe in good faith the 


promise to withdraw its troops from Man- 
churian territory by next October, that being 
the date set in the agreement with China, 
The publication now as news in a Russian 
newspaper of the demands made by Eng- 
land and Japan is regarded ae strange. 


Distrust of Russia’s Plans. 


Distrust of Russia's purposes, which was 
plainly uttered in the statement prepared at 
Oyster Bay and issued by the state depart- 
ment last Wednesday night, was echoed to- 
day when officials of the government read 
the Svet’s publication. I. is suspected here 
that the publication was based on the desire 
of Russia to show that the attitude of Eng- 
land and Japan was too threatening to per- 
mit the withdrawal of Russian troops from 
Manchuria. In her premise to withdraw the 
remainder of her military forces in October 
Russia stipulated that she would do so on 
condition that the attitude of the other pow- 
ers was not an obstacle to such action. 

Knowing the strict press censorship main- 
tained in Russia, officials here suspect that 
the Svet’s publication was :nspired, the ob- 
ject being to show that England and Japan 
had adopted a policy which would compel the 
Russian government to decline to abandon 
Manchuria. In other words. these two coun- 
trie@ were “ obstacles thereto.’’ Acting Sec- 
retary of State Loomis is keeping the presi- 
dent informed of everything concerning nego- 
tiations in regard to Manchuria. : 


Ports Must Be Kept Open. 

President Roosevelt apparently is deter- 
mined to go to diplomatic extremes to secure 
the opening to foretgn trade of the ports in 
Manchuria, and the statement of Wednes- 
day night was intended to let Russia know 
that the sincerity of her professions of good 
faith toward the open door principle was 
doubted by this government. 

For the present, the negotiations at Shang- 
hai by which the United States commission- 
ers, are seeking bind China to an agree- 
ment for the opening of Manchuria to the 
trade of the world and not merely to Rus- 
gian trade are at & standetill, but it is ex- 

ected that upon Secretary Hay’s return to 
Washington next week he will send in- 
structions to Mr. Conger, United States min- 
ister at Pekin, which will force the issue and 
show definitely whether Russia is compelling 
China to refuse to agree to the terms de- 
sired by the United States.

ARE EXPLORED. 


Flinders Petrie Tells Results 
of His | Excavations at 
Abydos. 


OSIRIS NOT ORIGINAL GOD 


Beautiful Statuette of Cheops 
Depicting Cerrectly His 
Features Found. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUXE] 

LONDON, July 4—Flinders Petrie, the 
Egyptologist, has given an account of the 
season's excavations at Abydos. The clear- 
ance of the old temple site, comprising over 
several acres, revealed in a depth of about 
twenty feet ten successive tempies ranging 
in age. from about 5000 to 500 B. C., enabling 
the changes from age to age through ths 
whole Egyptian history to be seen at one 
spot. The separation of there buildings was 
an affair of anatomy rather than spade 
work. The mud and brick walls were so com- 
mingled with the soi] that incessant cutting 
with a sharp knife was the only way to dis- 
tinguish the brick work. Often only a singte 
course of bricks or a thin foundation of sand 
was all that told of the great buildings which 
had existed for centuries. ' 


Osiris Not Original] God. 
The main result as regards religion fs that 
Osiris wasn't the original god of Abydos. 
The most striking change was seen about 


the fourth dynasty, when the temple was 


abolished and only a great hearth of burnt 
offering is found full of votive clay substi- 
tutes for sacrifices. This exactly agrees with 
the account of Herodotus that Cheops had 
closed the temples and forbidden sacrifices. 
This materializing of history was made a 
reality by the finding of an ivory statuette of 
Cheops. It is of the finest work, showing for 
the first time the face and character of the 
great builder and organizer who made the 


Egyptian government and civilization what ° 


they were for thousands of years. 


Finds Polichrome Glazing. 

There is part of a large globular vase of 
green glaze with Menes’ name inlaid in 
purple. Thus polichrome glazing is taken 
back a thousand years before it was pre- 
viously Known to exist. There also are sey- 
eral pieces of this age in the highest art of 
delicate wood carving, especially a figure 
of the aged King. which for subtlety of char- 
acter stands in the first rank: Such work ig 
comparable to the finest work of Greece or 
Italy. 

Residences of Kings. 

The great fort iong known as Shunet es 
Zebibis is now connected with the remains. 
Another fort has been discovered between 
Shunet and the Coptic Deir, and these build- 
ings prove to have been the fortified regi- 
dences of the kings of the second dynasty. 
There are some large decrées of the fifth 
and sixth dynasties, and also the oldest ex- 
ample of iron yet known, which is of the sixth 
dy nasty.

Rebbi Hirschberg in Closing Confer- 
ence Sermon Pays Tribute to 
His Countrymen. 


Detroit, Mich., July 4.—With the observ- 
ance of regular Sabbath morning services 
the fourteenth annual meeting of the cen- 
tral conference of American rabbis came to 
an end today. The conference sermon was 
preached by Rabbi Samuel Hirschberg of 
Boston on the appropriate subject for the 
fourth of July—‘‘ Judaism, Americanism, 
Cosmopolitanism.” 

Rabbi Hirschberg said: 

“The Jew, as far as nationality goes, 
shares a common identity, and in equal de- 
gree, with all his fellow residents of this or 
any other land. His religion has naught to 
do with his citizenship unless it be to make 
that citizenship the better, the truer, and 
more devoted. Judaism, in the largest uni- 
versal sense, truly, rightfully spells cosmo- 
politanism.

not see it. There is nopeople today so réadi- 
ly assimilative of the national characteris- 
tic, so truly cosmopolitan, as the Jew.”

OWNERS EAGER TO UNITE. 


GROWTH OF EMPLOYERS’ ASSOCIA- 


| TION A STRIKING FEATURE. 


W. Job Says the Movement In Ex- 


tending Rapidly to the Smaller 


Towns—Object Is Not Opposition to 

Employes, but to Study the Present 

Problems and to Secure the Enforce- 

ment of the Laws—Laundry Propri- 
an Example. 


Through the tangle of strikes and labor 
controversies of the last few months the 
most significant feature of the problem con- 
tinues to be the rapid growth of the em- 
ployers’ associations. In Chicago today al- 
most every line of trade has its own organ- 
ization and every week sees the formation 
of new associations. As showing the in- 
creasing interest in the labor situation, Fred- 
erick W. Job, secretary of the Chicago Em- 
ployers’ association, said yesterday that 
clubs and social organizations of men in the 
same branch of industry are turning their 
attention to the problem, an understanding 
of which has become of vital importance to 


em. 

“To illustrate the trend of the times,” 
Mr. Job said, “ notice the change in pur- 
pose of the Laundrymen’s Pieasure club. 
This was formed for social purposes. But 
since the strike brought the various owners 
together their club has been merged into their 
association and will devote its energies to 
investigations of the labor movement and 
to efforts to find ways to prevent future 
ruptures between proprietor and employé. 


Spreading to Other Cities. 


“ The movement is spreading to other cities 
with remarkable rapidity. Two or three 
associations are formed each week, and not 
a day goes by without inquiries from busi- 
ness men who want advice on the matter, 
Dubuque, Des Moines, Davenport, Beloit, 
and Rockford are among the latest cities to 
be heard from. I am going on another trip 
the coming week in the interest of the move- 
ment. 

“ One thing on which I wish to insist in con- 
nection with the associations is the stand 
taken by them for the enforcement of law. 
I am an attorney myself, and, profession- 
ally, am anxious to see the statutes main- 
tained. The associations have a still greater 
interest in this, as the violence and disorder 
attending some of the latest strikes will 
indicate. 

Laws Cover the Case Fully. 


“We have enough laws on our statute 
books. Picketing is described and forbid- 
den, conspiracy is amply defined and ade- 
quate penalties provided, and all along suffi- 
cient protection is guaranteed. We are 
aware of the desire of some of the radicals 
and of the ‘mushroom’ unions to put the 
nonunion man and the employers’ associa- 
tions out of business. All we ask, that we 
may be insured our rights, is the rigid en- 
forcement of these laws. 

‘“ As I have said magy times, we are not op- 
posed to unionism, per se. The employers, 
however, have equal rights with their men 
to organize, and, given protection by the 
authorities, the air will be cleared and the 
situation will be relieved of its troublesome 
features.” 

Tells How He Was Beaten. 


M. F. Crosby, the assault on whom by two 
fellow workmen precipitated the bitter strike

Winter Wheat Harvest. 


Water wheat harvest is in full swing in 
ie Muthwest under highly favorable 
gather conditions and reports from Okla- 
poma and Kansas indicate that farmers 
ge increasing their estimates as they come 
ipto personal contact with the grain fields. 
West of the Missouri river more than a nor- 
malrate of yield is now assured; as a matter 
of fact, the high promise of the early season 
js practically realized. 

Inother districts of heavy production, how- 
wer, the situation is different. Every week 
since April 1 has shown loss of prospect, and 
pow that harvest has begun it is apparent 
tat there has been further lowering of 
pomise during June.

POUR SHOP IN GUN FIGH 


SANGUINARY RESULT OF ENCOUN. 
TER IN MISSOURI TOWN. 


a Farmer, Resists Ar- 
rest and Shoots Sheriff Tafl—Other 
Officers Arrive and the Firing Be- 
tween Officers and Starks and His 
Friends Becomes General—Father of 
the Man Who Caused the Trouble Is 
Kifled—Two Officers Wounded. 


Steelville, Mo., July 4—One dead and three 
of a revolver fight 
which took place this afternoon beevieon 
Sheriff W. R. Taft of Crawford county, his 
deputy, Perry Ives; Deputy Marshal John 
Woods, and Robert Starks, a farmer, and his 
son Hirschel. Robert Starks was shot 
through the heart, death resulting instantly. 
Sheriff Taff was shot through the stomach 
and wilt die; Hirschel Starks was fatally 
shot, and Ives was! shot in the mouth and leg. 
His condition is critical. 


Cause of Battle. 


The trouble originated in the refusal of 


young Starks to submit to arrest. He was 
charged with having offended the daughter 
of Benjamin Ogies, a wealthy farmer, who 
filed complaint against him. When Sheriff 
Taff approached, Starks warned him away, 
faying there would be trouble if he attempted 
to take him into custody. His father came 
up at that moment, and, after learning that 
his son was about to be arrested, hurried 
home, where he procured a revolver. He re- 
turned to the Crawford county bank building, 
where the sheriff and his son were standing. 

“Here, take this,’’ sdid the elder Starks to 
his son, “and if Taff don’t leave you alone 
you know how to protect yourself.” 


Prisoner Begins Shooting. 


The sheriff tried to argue with the elder 
Starks, but to no purpose. He then took 


Hirschel by the arm, and as he did go the 


prisoner began firing. One of the bullets 
struck Taff in the stomach and he sank un- 
conscious to the ground. 

Deputy Sheriff Ives, attracted by the shoot- 
ing. ran up with revolverin hand. and opened 
Young Starks.fell at the first shot and 
his father then wrested the pistol from him 
and began firing on the deputy sheriff. The 
latter was shot twice. . 

City Marshal Woods came to the rescue of 
the officers at this point. A few moments 
later the elder Starks fell dead with a bullet 


through his heart. 


CHICAGO TO “BURN” AGAIN 
_ FOR FALL JUBILEE CROWD. 


One of the Features of the Centennial 
Festival Will Be a Red Light Fire 
from the Building Tops. 


Perhaps the most sensational event of 
Chicago’s centennial jubilee week will be 
the “ burning of, Chicago.”’ Five hundred 
tons of Roman fire will be put on the roofs of 
the downtown skyscrapers and on the tops 
of the larger buildings in the different di- 
visions of the ¢Gity, until the area covered 
by the fire of 1871 is included. The red fire 
will be ignited simultaneously, and will burn 
for two hours. From the O’Leary home, on 
De Koven street. where the great fire start- 
ed, a long flight of bombs will memorialize 
the famous cow. 

What shall be done with the $10,000 donated 
by one of Chicago's public spirited citizens 
towards the establishment of a permanent 
roemorial marking Chicago’s centennial? 
Chairman Plamondon and his committee 
have begun to harvest ideas. Artists, edu- 
cators, and professional and gies men 
have been appealed to. Prof. win Erle 
Sparks of the University of Chicago wants 
permanent tablets marking the city’s his- 
toric spots established, unless additional 
money can be secured for building an arch 
as near as possible to the site of Fort Dear- 


born. 


Father J. M. Scanian suggests a statue to 
Father Marquette, the first white man who 
landed here, while Dr. Gunsaulus wants a 
statue of Prof. David Swing. 

Another suggestion of Prof. Sparks aims 
for a monument to Thomas Kennison, the 
last survivor of the Boston tea party, whose 
grave is now in the southern end of Lincoln 
park. Fernando Jones’ idea is to carve Ken- 
nison sitting on a tea chest. 

Jane Addams Writes: “it is difficult to 
suggest a permanent mark for $10,000. A 
city clock, built on the lake shore, with 
beautiful chimes, fountains, such as Rome 
is full of, an annual dramatic festival show- 
ing the stages of Chicago's development, 
occur to me, but none of them is satisfac- 
ne. William R. Harper says that he cannot 
think of anything better than a piece of 
statuary in one of the parks, while Super- 
intendent of Schools Cooley says a friend 
has suggested that the money be expended 
in the preparation of some sort of history of 
the early times in Chicago prior to its or- 
ganization as a city. 

In the meantime the money is awaiting 
disposition. It is likely the committee will 
make a proposition to artists, sculptors, and 
designers for suggestions, of the fund 
to be set aside as a reward for the best sug- 


gestion.

MAKES PLEA FOR 


‘PRACTICAL MAN, 


R. T. Crane Differs with Dr. 
Gunsaulus as to Techni- 
cal Education. 


LOOKS INTO THE PAST. 


Says America Has Been Made 
Great by Those Who Learned 
by Experience. 


“The technically educated manufacturer 
is not necessarily the successful manufac- 
turer. In fact, experience has proved quite 
the reverse.” 

In these words, R. T. Crane, president of 
the Crane company, combats the statement 
of Dr. Frank W. Gunsaulus, who has been 
quoted as taking the position that technical 
educations are largely responsible for the 
of this country in the manufacturing 

e 


In discussing the matter yesterday Mr. 
Crane said: 

“I have had opportunity to study the value 
of technically educated men, and I have no 
hesitation in asserting that, aside from elec- 
tricity, mining, and chemistry, only an ex- 
tremely small percentage of this country’s 
progress in manufacturing has been due to 
such education. [In fact, I think it is safe to 
say that most of it was gained before our 
manufacturers knew what technical educa- 
tion was. 

“Dr. Gunsaulus is reported to have said 
that technically equipped American manu- 
facturers are invading European countries, 
among which he mentions Germany, and 
that the reason we are excelling them is be- 
cause we have given so much more attention 
than they to technical education. 

*“ Now, in my opinion, no country has given 
more attention to this subject than Ger- 
many, while in the United States we have 
had no technical education until within the 
last few years. And, outside of the three 
lines previously mentioned, I claim that it 
has done nothing in the way of improving or 
advancing our manufacturing: 


Doubts Ability to Succeed. 

**Much is being said fust now about the 
demand by manufacturers for graduates of 
technical schools, and no doubt they dre 
being tried in some establishments. But 
where one concern can be found that is 
seeking this class of help no doubt thére are 
at least twenty that are not doing so. It is 
simply a fad, and the fact that these stu- 
dents are being experimented with by no 
means proves that the results will be satis- 
factory. | 

“But if the people who employ such stu- 
dents do obtain good results this cannot be 
ascribed to their technical education, for as 
the students in these schools are undoubted- 
ly some of the brightest boys in the country 
it would be strange if some of them did not 
prove valuable to an employer. 

“I contend that if these same boys had, 
upon leaving grammar school, gone to work 
in a factory and received reasonable atten- 
tion there they would have been worth a 
great deal more to their employer than they 
are after going through a technical school. 

**I am inclined to think that the effect of 
these schools is much the same as in the 
ca of the regular colleges and universi- 
ties;-that is, that upon leaving them the stu- 
dents are so tertain of their own importance 
that it takes them a long time to realize that 
they have human limitations. 


Factories Far Advanced. 

“Certain educators seem to have the im- 
pression that all kinds of manufacturing are 
in a state of chaos, and that there are great 
opportunities for the technically educated 
young men to improve them. On the other 
hand, every branch of manufacturing already 
has been so nearly perfected that there is 
little Mkelihood of further material improve- 
ment being made. 

* As this condition has been reached with- 
out the assistance of technically educated 
men, Is it not reasonable to believe that if 


further improvement is madein manufactyr-. 


ing it will be the work of;just such men as 
have brought these lines to their present per- 
fect state; that is, those who.have had many 
years of practical experience and have the 
ingenuity to devise and adopt methods and 
processes to meet the demands for improve- 
ment—and not the graduates of technical 
schools who possess simply theoretical 
knowledge? 

“To. be successful in a manufacturing busi- 
ness a man must possess not only mechanical 
ability but also executive and business abil- 
ity. Where one technically eduacted man is 
found who has made a’success no doubt there 
are a hundred who have been successful 
without such education. 

“TIT know one concern that tried twenty 
graduates of technical schools and am told 
that of this mumber seventeen proved abso- 
lute failures, two were indifferently success- 
ful, and only one turned out to be a decided 


success.”

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ICE TRUST TAKES 
‘HIGHER TRIBUTE 


Displays Fourth of July En- 
thusiasm by Raising Prices 
to All Consumers. 


MANY BABIES SUFFER. 


President Field of Knickerbocker 
Company Gives Reasons 
for Advance. 


The ice trust, otherwise the Knickerbocker 
Ice company, @isplayed its fourth of July 
patriotism yesterday by raising the price of 
ice, and as a result every man, woman, and 
child who used the commodity yesterday was 
forced to pay from 20 to 25 per cent more 
than on the fourth a yearago. The advanced 
prices fixed by the big company for the prod- 
uct have gone into effect and it is expected 
that the smaller companies will be compelled 
to “ follow suit.” 

While the ice dealers declare they are 
simply restoring the schedule which was in 
effect in 1901, there are many who fall to see 
why, after being once reduced, the schedule 
should again be raised without provocation. 
It is even hinted that the ice trust has taken 
advantage of the hot weather to demand an 
extortionate price for an article the public 
cannot do without. 


Offer Wage Scale as Excuse. 


> On one side the dealers shift the blame for 

the increase to the shoulders of labor by 
declaring that it is due to the higher wage 
scale, while on the other the consumer in- 
sists at it is but another instance of the 
exactions of a combination which practically 
controls the distribution of ice in Chicago. 

“We are compelled to advance prices on 
account of the demands of our employés. 
Besides it costs more money to feed our 
horses than it did a year ago. Our action is 
ebsolutely necessary as a business proposi- 
tion.” 

This is the cry of the trust in answer to 
protest of the consumer. But in the cry of 
the baWies who drank warm, sour milk yes- 
térday because their parents could not pay 
the increased rate there is a stronger note of 
sincerity. 

“The ice people have been able to live 
during the last year on the profits which 
were left after the higher wages had been 
paid. Unless there is ice to keep their food 
sweet and cool thousands of babies will die,”’ 
said a man yesterday.” 

It has been suggested that the sand and 
building material business ef the Knicker- 
bocker company has been unprofitable dur- 
Ing the last year, and that the concern is 
seeking to. make up losses by adding to the 
prices demanded for ice. 

There is no record of an advance in the 
price.of sand and building materials since 
the hot weather came, but neither is there 
any known way in which “ sand and build- 
ing material’’ would help to keep Chicago 
people cool. 

Big Company Has Many Plants. 


The Knickerbocker company, which is 
practically a trust, owns eighty-seven ice 
plants, with 38,785 acres of land, including 
rights to the most valuable ice producing 
bodies of water so located as to be available 
for the Chicago market. These country 
properties were valued at $4,487,269. It also 
owns city real estate and improvements val- 
ued at $879,328, besides cars, machinery, 
horses, wagons, and other equipment used 
in_fts large ice and sand business, and large 
stocks of both ice and sand. It does the 
larger part of the natural ice business in 
Chicago, besides the largest business in pro- 
viding sand. 

The company is one of the oldest in Chi- 
cago in the natural ice business, and in 
April, 1898, it was one of the largest. In 
that month the capital stock was increased 
to $3,000,000 to carry out a plan for combin- 
ing the other local concerns engaged in the 
natural ice business with the Knickerbocker. 

In September, 1898, a large interest in the 
concern was purchased by an eastern syn- 
dicate and the capitalization changed to 
that shown above. Some additional prop- 
erties were then acquired, and the combina- 
tion resulted in important economies. In 
April, 1898, the concerns embraced in the 
combination served ice from sixty-seven 
plants, which by the end of the year had 
been cut down to twenty-two, making a great 
saving in ego and shrinkage. The cost of 
distribution for the new company was 81 
cents’a ton less than the cost to the largest 


Thinks Advance Unwarranted. 


“An increase as great as that made by 
the Knickerbocker Ice company is wholl 
unwarranted,’ said President Rustman 
the Jefferson Ice company last night. ‘‘ The 
Fupply of ice last winter was good, and the 
cost of cutting was not greater than in 
former years. Our company supplies from 
2.000 to 8,000 tons of Green lake ice every 
day, the wholesale price being $8 to $8.50 a 
ton, and the retail quotations being $5 and 
$6. The former amount is charged for ice 
sold for cash, while if credit is given the 
rate ts increased to the latter sums. 

‘‘There is no shortage of ice, despite the 
claim which certain‘dealers make in de- 
fense of their action, The cost of delivery is 
mo greater. It seems like a plan to take ad- 
vantage of the necessitiés of the public.” 

The offices of the Jefferson Ice company 
are at Grand avenue and Desplaines street, 
From fts five branches more than 8,000 tone 
were distributed during the day. The pur- 
chases of meat markets and other large 
consumers make the average sale 200 pounds. 
Thus 30,000 purchases were made, affording 
a meastfe of comfort to 175,000 people, th 
Officials of the company estimate. : 


President Field Tells Reasons. 


“The increase in the price of ice is due to 
three causes,”’ said President Field of the 
nickerbocker company. “ First, there is 

e demands of our employés, which resulted 

our wagon men receiving $75 a month in- 
stead of $50; second, the advance in the price 
of feed; and third, the increased demand for 
ice from the cities in the flooded district of the 
Mississippi valley, Those reasons are suf- 
ficient for our action in aavancing the prices 
and would so be considered by any good busi- 
ness man. 

“The schedule of prices which we have 
just ‘put into effect is practically the same 
that was in effect on June 6, 1901. The 1901 
prices were cut from time to time until there 
was little or no money in the business, and 
then came the demands of organized labor 
and the advance in the price of feed and the 
demand for the product. The advanced prices 
as a result were the inevitable consequence. 

“ It simply is a labor proposition. The em- 
ployés of the company have organized and 
have made demands that we were compelled 
to grant, and the cohsumer must stand an 
advanced price for ice. That is the long and 

‘short of it. The new schedule dods not work 
a hardship on the small consumer. The ad- 
vance to that class of our patrons does not 
amount to 4 cents a week. And even then 
they pay no more than they did in 1901. 


Knickerbocker Company Profits. — 


“Another fact should not be overlooked. 
It has been charged that we are growing 
wealthy at arapidrate. Since the consolida- 
tion and the organization of the Knicker- 
bocker company we have paid 6 per cent on 
the preferred, and since -1898, when we paid 
5% per cent on the common stock, we have 
paid nothing on that class of our securities” 
And another fact. The average price of ice 
for the five years before the consolidation 
was higher than the price to be charged 
asunder the new schedule. 

“ Bvery cent we will charge over and above 
the prices of last year is justified by the 


In fact, 
we supply all cases certified to us by the 
Salvation army and the Visiting Nurses’ 
association free of charge and have followed 
that practice for the last three years. 

“We do not know what the other compa- 
nies are going to do. They may follow our 
séhedule or they may continue to sell at the

Small Effect on the Poor. | 


“All this talk about the suffering which 
the increase in the price of ice will cause 
among the poor is ridiculous,”’ said Chaun- 
cey J. Blair. ‘*‘ There is no foundation for 
such a statement. As a matter of fact, there 
is no commodity which has been kept down 
as low as ice. The icemen have not made 
much money, and the condition which makes 
it necessary to raise the price of ice has 
been forced upon them by the advance which 
they have been compelled to make in the 
wages of their employés and the increased 
cost of operating their business. 

“The advefice, however, will not affect 
the poor people. In the first place, the poorer 
people do not use ice to any great extent, and 
the price of the little they do use will not 
be advanced, as far as they are concerned. 
Those who will be compelled to pay more 
for ice are the wholesalers, and the in- 
crease which it will be necessary for them 
to make will not be noticeable In the small 
amount which goes to the poor people.” 


Zuttermeister Company Follows. 


The Zuttermeister Ice company joined in 
the movement to increase prices to small con-

CULLOM SPEAKS 
AT LAKE FOREST, 


Presents Some Proble | 
Government Which Con- 
front Nation Today. 


AT THE ONWENTSIA CLUB. 


Villagers and the Summer Colony 
Join in an Old Fashioned

held an old fashioned fourth of July cele- 
bration, “where the declaration of inde- 
pendence was read and everybody sang the 
“ Star Spangled Banner.”’ 

The Onwentsia club grounds, a week be- 
fore the scene of the open air horse show, 
was the place for the celebration, and there 
the villagers, the farmers, and the colony 
assembled to honor the nation’s birthday. 
There was a goodly crowd attendance 
and the program proved one of interest. The 
rain, however, made it nec 
exercises in the large porch 
the clubhouse. 

After the noise of firecrac 
patriotic salute making inven 
sided sufficiently to hear the speaking, Mayor 
F. H. Gade called for order. | He made an 
address of welcome, the declaration was 
read, the singing completed, and then United 
States Senator Shelby M. Cullom was intro- 
duced as the orator of the day. 


Cullom Talks of Present Problems. 

After speaking at s length of the great 
men of the United States. Senator Cul- 
lom concluded by referring briefly to 
some of the questions now before the coun- 
try. He said: 

“Our country is filling up with a popula- 
tion from other countries, perhaps more rap- 
idly than it is wise to allow unless greater 
care shall be taken in the quality of the 
emigrants. So far they have been absorbed, 
and have been of service in the upbuilding 
of the country. Millions of foreigners come 
to America utterly ignorant of our language, 
or our system of government, of our constitu- 
‘tion, and yet, after a brief residence here, 
they are given the right to vote, with a 
voice in the government of the nation, . 

‘Many of them know as little about our 
national constitution as the Ryssian soldier 
who thought the constitution was a woman 
and the wife of one of their grand dukes. 
But if our country continues to prosper and 
keep up the present movement in great en- 
terprises in all departments of industry, on 
the land and on the sea, it is apparent that 
we have no.men or women to spare. 


Would Compel Arbitration, 


_ * One great trouble in this country is that 
capital and labor have so far failed to work 
in harmony. The great problem of the day 
is how to bring about and secure friendship 
and fairness between the two. Surely the 
present situation should not be allowed to 
continue, if it can be avoided. The fair minded 
men on the side of both labor and capital 
owe it to themselves to take hold and do 
their best to see that even justice is done 
without the waste of time and money re- 
sulting from strikes. : 

“If strikes cannot be avoided otherwise, 
it is our duty to do what we ‘can to secure 
the enactment of appropriate legislation com- 
pelling disputes between capital and labor 
to be submitted to arbitration. Whether 
such legislation can be enacted, I do not 
know, but it is certainly to the Interest of 
capital and labor, as well as the public at 
large, that these strikes should be avoided. 

** The tremendous boom in business brought 
with it combines, trusts, great aggregations 
of capital—in fact, great aggregations of 
capital were necessary to do the business 
that the world called for. The people became 
aroused lest trusts and combinations should 
become oppressive. We all became more or 
less excited over the question. What shall 
be done with the trusts? 

‘*‘ Finally, the Supreme court of the United 
States relieved the country by one or two de- 
cisions, showing that we have all the neces- 
sary laws on the statute books, if properly 
enforced, to protect the people from any 
combine or trust the existence of which may 
prove to be oppressive or injurious. And 
I may be permitted to say that the nation is 
fortunate today in having as president Theo- 
dore Roosevelt, whose great guiding purpose 
is the vigorous and impartial enforcement 
of the law. 


Nation a Power in the East. 


“The United States is today at peace with 
all the nations. Great international ques- 
tions are settled by peaceful diplomacy, by 
treaty stipulations. The important diplo- 
matic questions of the present and of thejm- 
mediate future will arise in connection with 
affairs in the far east. The annexation of 
Hawali, the acquisition of the Philippines, 
have given the United States more than a 
passing interest in all that transpires in the 
east 


‘“‘It is not to our interest that the ancient 
empire of China should be dismembered and 
divided among the powers, which would re- 
sult only in giving other nations a firmer 
footing in the east. In my opinion the day 
is not far distant when the United States 
will be the mistress of the Pacific. To ac- 
complish this the influence of Russia will 
have to be overcome. Can the United States 
afford to become seriously involved with so 
old and true a friend as Russia? 
“Speaking of Russia calls to my mind 
the recent massacre of the Jews by sgmé of 
the people of that country. This conduct 
has justly aroused the indignation of the 
whole civilized world Whether we, as a 
nation, with propriety can do more to show 
our horror of Russia's treatment of the Jews 
than we have done I donot know. One na- 
tion can hardly interfere in the internal af- 
fairs of another. 


Condemns Negro Lynchings. 


“ But, fellow citizens, there is a question in 
our own country in which we are or ought to 
be greatly concerned. I speak of the recent 
lynchings of colored people by irresponsible 
mobs which have taken place within the last 
year, and particularly during the month of 
June. This is a matter that involves the hon- 
or, the dignity, the perpetuity of our nation, 
and should be seriously considered by our 
people. These outrages do not seem to be 
confined to any particular locality, they ex- 
tend both north and south, and it {s with 
shame and regret that we must confess that 
lllinois, the home of Lincoln, is also guilty. 
“I have seen if stated in the public press 
that within the last year almost 100 lynchings 
of colored men have taken place in the United 
States. The people seem to be forgetting that 
this is a government of law, that we have 
courts here with full power to deal out pun- 
ishment to those convicted of crime, and are 
taking the administration of justice into their 
,own hands by wildly violating the law ifn the 
lynching of persons charged with crime. 
“This state of things cannot exist without 
endangering the stability of the government 
itself. Mob rule cannot exist under our sys- 
tem of government. It should be put an end 
to if it requires the whole power of the gov- 
ermment to do it, whether it be resortedcto 
for the punishment of whites or blacks. The 
negro in this country Is entitled to the same 
protection in his civil rights as {s the white 
man. 
“It is the duty, of the law officers of the 
various states to bring those concerned fn 
such liynchings speedily to justice. They 
should be dealt with acoording to law.

TAMMANY HOPES T0 WIN. 


CHARLES A. TOWNE SCORES THE 
NATIONAL ADMINISTRATION. 


Says Policy of Colonization Is a Mas- 
querade in the Borrowed Garments 
of Democracy—David B. Hill Pre- 
dicts Victory for the Demecratic 
Party in 1904—Senator Bailey Yays 
the Philippines Are Ruled by Sword 
Instead of the Constitution. 


New York, July 4.—The usual fourth of 
July celebration was held in Tammany hall 
today under the auspices of the Tammany 
society. Grand Sachem James A. O'’Gor- 
mam, justice of the Supreme court, delivered 
the address of welcome. After patriotic 
songs by the Tammany Glee club, the dec- 
laration of independence was read by Col. 
Franklin Bartlett. There were two “ long 
talks,” the first by former Senator Charles 
A. Towne of Minnesota, the other by Senator 
Joseph W. Bailey of Texas. 

Mr. Towne madea plea for “* The Old Amer- 
icanism.”’ He held that the government had 
departed from the high ideal of its founders 
and committed a crime against the declara- 
tion of independence and the constitution by 
its treatment of the Filipinos. The consti- 
tution, he contended, nowhere provided for 
a colonia] system. He said: 


New Policy Not Expansion. 
“This new policy of colonization is trying 
to masquerade ih the borrowed garments of 
democracy. It has labeled itself ‘ Expan- 
sion,’ but the disguise is transparent. The 
new policy is not expansion. Expansion is 
the natural and healthful growth of an or- 
ganism. The imperialistic proeess of en- 
largement is by the extraneous grafting of 
alien and unsympathetic tissue between 
which and the parent life there can never be 
any organic relation. 
“ The tendencies that, under the party in 
power, have led to a repudiation of the 
Geclaration of independence and to a partial 
imperialization of the constitution of the 
Lnited States have naturally produced a 
corresponding revolution in the traditions 
and maxims of the government. The corrup- 
tion discovered in our colonial administra- 
tion, bad as it was, has been completely 
vvershadowed by the recent revelations of 
systematized and confederated fraud in the 
postoffice department, which has astounded 
the country and arraigned the administra- 
t.on at the bar of public opinion. It is the 
the natural result of lang continued, irre- 
sponsible power. 


At the Critical Stage. 
*“ We are. at the parting of the ways. The 
American people must choose and choosé 
s00n whether to abandon the traditions of 
a century and a quarter to enter upon the 
road trodden to their doom by so many na- 
tions that have gone before us, or to make 
a rededication of this government to the 
sublime principles of its founders.”’ 
Senator Bailey said he had not come 
primed for a speech but to show his friendly 
interest in the Tammany society, which, he 
added, almost stood alone in its loyalty to 
the democratic party. He followed Mr. 
Towne by briefly criticising the policy of the 
federal government in ruling the Phillppine 
islands “‘by the sword instead of by the 
constitution.” He predicted that with the 
democratic party in power there would be a 
stop to postoffice department thefts and 
concluded by saying, in praise of Tammany 
Hall: 


Great Praise for Tammany. 
‘You are the greatest organization in the 
greatest city of the greatest country, and 
by loyalty and adherence to your principles 
the people will help to make you greater 
‘still. 

‘*Even the good fellowship of this occa- 
sion would not warrant me in saying that 
your brothers throughout the country would 
applaud or support all you do no more than 
you applaud all we do, but I speak for heart 
and conscience, for those united in party 
bonds, when I say that there never was a 
time when the patriots throughout the na- 
tion did not and would not rejoice in the tri- 
umph of Tammany hall.” 

Hill Predicts a Change. 

The announcement by Secretary Thomas 
F’. Smith of the letter from Grover Cleveland 
was greeted with prolonged applause. Cleve- 
land’s letter expressed the hope that the time 
will never come when there will be anabate- 
ment of the zeal and enthusiasm of this day's 


to Tammany ‘to serve the people well by 
contributing all its power and influence to the 
cause of good government.’’ Ex-Senator 
David B. Hill in a lengthy communication, 
said the principles of the declaration of in- 
dependence were being violated by the na- 
tional administration and an effort was being 
made to fasten upon our government the 
British colonial system. Referring to Pres- 
ident Roosevelt, but not by name, he wrote: 

*“ The signs of the timesindicate a growing 
popular distrust of the spectacular perform- 
ances, self-advertising methods, contradic- 
tory professions, and fickle demagogica] and 
dangerous tendencies of the present national 
executive. Leading and thoughtful business 
men everywhere desire a change of adminis- 
tration.’’ 


TRYING TO ARREST THE MAN 
WHO SHOT RAILWAY AGENT. 


Police Lock Up Twenty Suspects, but 
Have Little Hops of Convicting Any 
of Them—Victim Likely to Die. 


The police are searching for the men who 
shot T. W. Lathrop, ticket agent of the Chi- 
cago afid Northwestern railroad at Clybourn 
Junction, early yesterday morning. As a re- 
sult, twenty men are locked up in the Raw- 
son street police station. Lieut. Hartford, 
however, has little confidence that the men 
will be punished, for neither Lathrop nor his 
companion, Martin Dougherty, could give a 
satisfactory description. 

“I would never be able to identify the 
man who shot me if he were captured,” 
said Dougherty. “It was all over in less 
than a minute.” 

In telling of the shooting Dougherty said: 

“One highwayman was covering me with 
his pistol, but the otker discharged all the 
chambers of his revolver. As he fired the 
last shot he turned and ran out of the door, 
folowed by his companion, while Lathrop 
fell to the floor. 

* After calling an ambulance, which took 


notified the police, who immediately began a 
search of the vicinity. The neighborhood 
was deserted at the time of the crime, and 
no one heard the shots. I could not identify 
the men if they were arrested.’’ 

At the Alexian Brothers’ hospital, it is said, 
that Lathrop has small chance of recovery. 
He is 48 years old, married, and has been in 
the employ of the railroad company for 
twenty years. :

OLD ROWER PRAISES COURTNEY 


Says “Leg Work” Taught by Cornell 
Coach Wins Races—Chicago Youth 
Should Learn to Row. 


Chicago, July 1.—[{Editor of The. Tribune. }—I 
read in your paper an account of the college boat 
race, and of the Cornell crew's work in particular. 
As I saw the race, and am an old rowing man my- 
self, I want to say that Cornell has the right man in 
Mr. Courtney, and he seems to have the right idea 
as to rowing. 

There have been some remarks made that rowing 
does not develop the legs. To get-a proper stroke 
a rower must use his legs and have no mercy on 
hia ‘“‘ stretcher.’’ To be a winner a crew's me 
must use their lower limbs with all the power al 
their command. It is the leg work that gives al! 
the power to the stroke. Rowing from the shoul- 
ders never did win a race. A short, jerky stroke 
is the result. The rower soon tires. 

With the exception of the Cornell crew, the rest 


their legs. What was the sliding seat for but to 
help the rower get more power out of his legs? 
If you want to see the principle of the use of the 
stretcher’ and work,’’ you must have 
noticed the barge men on the English, German, 
and French canals. 

I think rowing is the finest sport. No 
velops the body better. It strengthens the heart, 
lungs, and muscles, 

Iam now 61 years of age. I was a member of a 
college crew, in which I had rood training. I also 
was a member of several rowing clubs. Although 
I am only 5 feet 7, and weigh only 135, I was a 
first class stroke in all thre rowing clubs and almost 
invariably came out victorious, having won sixteen 
out of seventeen matches in one year. I went to 
France and Germany, and invariably came in 
winner. 

You would be doing a fine thing for the youth of 
this vicinity if you could get some place for them 
to rgw in.

Resolution Passed Pledges Them to 
Counteract Chamberlain’s Purposes 
by Bringing Before Country Danger 
Which Must Accrue, Both to Islands 
and British Empire, from Adoption 
of Protection—Similar Policy Adopt- 
ed by Liberals,

LONDON, July 4.—The conservative free 
traders have moved at last. They held a 
meeting at the house of commons on 
Wednesday which was attended by fifty- 
four members of the house, including Sir 
Michael Hicks-Beach. Lord Goschen also 
was present, having been invited to attend 
as the former chancellor of the exchequer. 

No one who has ever held that office as a 
liberal or a conservative supports Chamber- 
lain’s proposals. They are condemned no 
more decisively by Sir William Harcourt 
-than by Lord Goschen, Sir Michael Hicks- 
Beach, and Ritchie. A resolution passed by 
the meeting pledges them to counteract the 
purposes of Chamberlain by bringing before 
the country the danger which would accrue 
both to these islands and to the British 
empire, from an adoption of protective taxes 
upon food. In this task they can hardly 
help codperating with the liberal party, 
whose policy was defined also on Wednes- 
day afternoon by Asquith to the committee 
on liberal national federation, 


Free Trade Stronger than Ever. 

_ Asquith’s speech was an exhaustive state- 
ment in summary form of the case for free 
trade. That case is infinitely stronger now 
than in 1846 or even 1n'1860. It Was possible 
then, though it would have been highly in- 
convenient and expensive to feed the popu- 
lation of Great Britain and Ireland from 
their own resources. It is no longer possi- 
ble now. and to attempt to do it would be. 
suicidal and therefore criminal. Every step 
in such a direction weuld be a step back- 
wards and would inflict the greatest misery 
upon those least able to bear privations. ' 

Lord Rosebery, by dint of persistent ques- 
tions, succeeded in eliciting from the duke of 
Devonshire on Thursday the fact that all 
members of the cabinet are themselves in- 
quiring into the fiscal poilicy of the united 
kingdom. Although several-of Chamber- 
lain’s colleagues with v hom he continues to 
act, including the duke of Devonshire, have 
declared their disagreement with his policy, 
he adheres toit. He remains in office and an- 
nounces that he, as an individual minister, 
will at the next genera: clection, of which no- 
body knows the date, take the sense of the 
country upon it. The prime minister meekly 
accepts the secondary pusition thus assigned 
to him, and the whole of his majesty’s serv- 
ants will retain their places until they have 
adjusted their differences upon the elemen- 
tary principles of economic science. 


Contrary to Constitution.

Declares Law for Congregations Com- 
pels Their Exclasion, but Leaves It 
to Be Inferred’ That He Wouid Have 
Only Smitten Sach as Deserved It— 
Combe.’ Only Reply That Fault Lies 
Crudeness of Act—Rualing Com- 
bixation in Danger.

PARIS, July 4.—M. Waldeck-Kous:ea::’s 
speech in the senate at the end of last week 
was a formidable stone thrown in a pool of 
political frogs, and the surface of this pool 
is still agitated by it. This masterly and 
lucia speech, in my optnion, may be thus 
Fummarized: 

**Law should be law for controlling con- 

gregations, and you have made of it a law 
for their genera! exclusion.”’ 
In other words, Waldeck-Rousseau thus 
declares himself and leaves it to be inferred 
that if he had been in the place of M. Combes 
he would have only smitten the congrega- 
tions that deserved it by their conduet. He 
disapproves of the execution en masse, or- 
ganized by Combes. Combes can reply that 
all this is the fault of the crude law that was 
given him to apply. 


Quandary for Parliament. 

This law gives to parliament the right to 
dissolve the congregations, but parliament 
is not qualified to solve the particular cases. 
It only decides on things as a whole, and 
besides that, as 3,000 congregations have 
asked for authorization, if parliament had to 
pass on 3,000 judgments in the shape of 3,000 
laws, it would have work enough for twenty 
years. Through the fault of this accursed 
law we have come to a blindalley. Waldeck- 
Rousseau is a thousand times right when 
he demands for the congregations their 
right to individual decisions, and Combes 
is not wrong when he says he cannot give 
such decisions. The policy of Combes and 
that of Waldeck-Rousseau are in contra- 
diction, and parliament is obliged to ap- 
prove both of them. The deputies know well 
that Waldeck-Rousseau is right. They all 
regret that he did not himself apply the law 
that he had them pass, but the majority does 
not wish to desert Combes, and in order to 
remain faithful to him it alleges sentimental 
motives and political reasons. 


Have Many Reasons. 
The sentimental reasons are these: The 
republicans have been demanding for the last 
thirty-thr years the dissolution of the 
congregations; Combes is the first one among 
them who has dared to take the responaibil- 
ity for this dissolution, and offers himse!f 
as a target; he braved everything to accom- 
plish this essential part of the republican 
program, and it would be dishonest of the 
republicans to desert him. Besides, it would 
be awkward, and here come in the political 
reasons. If they upset Combes it would be, 
in the eyes of France and the world, a victory 
for the reactionaries and a check to the re- 
publicans. 
Would End Vital Combination. .. 
Tt would be still another thing. It would 
be the end of a combination which has been 
vital t4é the republic for the last four years, 
and which was orgnaized by Waldeck+Rous-~ 
seau. Before him there were two parties in 
opposition, an opposition formed by the right 
and an opposition by the extreme left. All 
previous ministries met death from the 
coalition of these two parties in the oppo- 
sition.

NEW CAUSE OF APPENDICITIS.} 


Londoner Suggests That Refrigerated 
Meats May Account for 
Increase.

LONDON, July 4.—The Lancet questions 

the accuracy of the statement that appendi- 
citis cases have increased during recent 
years, believing that undoubtedly the im- 
provement in diagnosis will account for some 
of the excess of cases met with at the pres- 
ent «ime, as compared with those noted 
twenty or thirty years ago. 


Sees Cause in Refrigerated Meats. 

This remark is called forth by a letter from 
S. Kellett Smith, who suggested that the 
alleged increase in appendicitis might pos- 
sibly be due to the greater amount of re- 
frigerated meats eaten nowadays. Mr. 
Smith ‘pointed out that the ingestion of 
chilled or frozen food, it being especially / 
liable to rapid decomposition, might result 
in a more septic state of the intestines than 
prevailed before the days of cold storage, 
and that this greater septicity might, in its 
turn, aceount for the greater virulence of 
those frritations to which the appendix has 
always been prone. The Lancet thinks this 
theory a plausible one, but would like to 
know whether it can be shown that the in- 
testine is in a more septic state now than 
it was when frozen or chilled comestibles 
were not so largely in use. \ 


_ Treves to Cease Practicing. 

The announcement was made this week 
that sir Frederick Treves, the surgeon who 
operated upon King Edward for perityphlitis, 
will soon retire from the active exercise of 
his profession and probably might enter po- 
litical life. Sir Frederick’s hands have been 
full of cases this last year, this being not en- 
tirely due to the reported increases of appen- 
dicitis. 

Delay in British Methods. 

Herbert H. Vreeland, the president of the 
Interurban Street railway company of New 
York, is gathering stock of new impressions.

PROMINENT ENGLISH GOLFER 
SCORES AMERICAN PLAYERS. 


Horace Hutchinson Thinks United 
States Clubs Niggardly About Pay- 
ing Visitors’ Expenses.

LONDON, July 4.—Horace Hutchinson, a 


veteran amateur, writes in the Westminster 
Gazette about the visit of an English and 
Scotch team of golfers to America, 
really does not seem,” he says, “ as if the 
party, including the Brothers Ellis, the 
Brothers Hunter, Messrs. Low, Croome, 
Ransome, and Beveridge, all members of the 

Oxford-Cambridge Golfing: society, will go 
over despite the difficulties which the rigid 
morals of American authorities have placed 
in the way of the payment of expenses. The 
team, including the foregoing players, will 
take much beating, more than it is at all 
likely to get on the other side. It does not 
profess to be in any sense a representative 
team of British golfers, but it will serve.” 

Hutchinson then continues: “ The rigid 
puritanical strictness with which the Amer- 
icans have framed their definition of an 
amateur golfer is logically carried into their 
manner of playing the game. They have 
not the traditional guides of custom which 
we still often accept in lieu of written rule, 
and as they have less of the spirit so they 
are obliged to have more of the letter of the 
law. With us in Great Britain if we see our 
opponent about to -take out an honor, or, 
in obvious inadvertance, about to commit 
some other trivial breach of rule, it would 
seem to us the most natural and the almost 
inevitable thing to check him before he had 
committed the irregularity. This would not 
enter into an American's conception. He 
would think one ought to know the rule, and 
knowing it, ought to attend to it and play 
accordingly, or else suffer the penalty. It 
would not occur to an American golfer that 
his opponent had any claim whatever to 
have his own ignorance or carelessness con- 
doned by information from his opponent. 
He would let the opponent play and claim 
his full pound of flesh in penalty.” 

In conclusion Hutchinson recalls his own 
experiences of golf tn America, which were 
limited to the game he played there about 
fifteen years ago. “I believe it to have been 
the finest golf that was ever played in 
America,” he says. ‘No doubt that this 
confession of faith wH] produce an em- 
phatic contradiction. We marked out a 
course at the Rockaway club at Hemel 
Hempstead, and I played an exhibition game 
against myself, which so impressed the select 
gallery that they said they thought it would 
be a good game for Sunday.”

Terms Later. 


HAVANA, July 4.—In spite of the expecta- . 
tions.of President Paima and Minister 
Squiers that the treaties hetween Cuba and 
the United States will be ratified during the 
present session of the Cuban congress, the 
attitude of senators is not reassuring.

Imports of Metallic Manufac- 
tures to Canada Show 
Increase. 


DISCUSS RAILWAY BILL. 


Parliament Is Opposed to Any 


Amalgamation with an 
American Road, 


Ottawa, Ont., July 2.—[ Special Correspond- 
ence.]—The extent and growth of Canada’s 
trade with the United States in metals and 
métallic manufactures is strikingly demon- 
strated by the official returns issued yester- 
day. For ten months of the present fiscal 
year, in spite of the British preference, which 
it was expected would do so much to re- 
duce United States imports under the head- 
ings referred to, Canada’s purchases of met- 
als and metallic manufactures from the 
United States show an increase in two years 
from $21,000,000 to $27,000,000. The figures 
for the last ten months are $27,002,826, and 
for the corresponding period of 1901, $21,108,- 
866. For the same period last year the total 
was $22,726,941. 

Of the imports for the present year be- 
tween 45 and 50 per cent were of the classes 
that come in free of duty. 


British Imports Increase. 


Many American readers, however, will be 
surprised to learn that imports of British 
metals and metallic manufactures, though 
small in the aggregate compared with those 
from the United States, increased at a still 
faster ratio in the same period. The total 
from Great Britain for the ten months of 
the present year was under $9,000,000, com- 
pared with a trifle over $4,000,000 in the same

FIND DIAMONDS IN A CAVE. 


Dislodged Rock on Madison Island Re- 
veals Hiding Place of Valua- 
ble Gems. 


New Haven, Conn., Pnly 4.—An interesting 
discovery has been made at the Y. M. C. A. 
boys’ camp on Madison island, formerly 
Lnown as Treasure island. 

James Wilson of this city was climbing 
some rocks when he dislodged one of them. 
Beneath where the rock had rested was a 
cavity, and in this he discovered a sealed 
wooden box.

France Watches Trade Conditions. 


Canada’s surtax on German goods is at- 
tracting much attention in France, according 
to an official report from M. A. Poindron of 
Paris, Canada’s commercial agent in that 
country. M. Poindron states he is contin- 
ually receiving inquiries on the subject from 
chambers of commerce, boards of trade, and 
other commercial bodies throughout France. 
The idea evidently is that Germany's sharp 
discrimination against Canada and Canada’s 
vigorous retaliation have opened a new and 
possibly valuable market to French enter- 
prise. 

Looks Favorable for Sifton. 


Whether or not the Hon, Clifford Sifton 
will be appointed one of the British repre- 
sentatives on the Alaskan boundary com- 
mission is not definitely known.

Discuss Government Road. 

“No amalgamation with American rail- 
roads ’’ was the battle cry when the Cana- 
dian Northern railway bill came before the 
house again this week.

Tarte, late minister of public works in Sir

Favor Hudson Bay Route. 

Dr. Sproule, member for East Grey, who 
has made the question a special study for 
some years past, was heard. A road from 
Regina to the wheat country, direct to salt 
water on the Hudson bay coast would be 
actually shorter than a line to Port Arthur 
in the upper lakes region. Wheat sent by 
the first named route would consequently 
reach the ocean shipping ports before it 
could be delivered to the elevators to trans- 
ship for the long voyage from the lakes to 
the Atlantic seaboard by the other route, 
saving several days in transit, time, and 
money. There would be no fear of a block- 
ade on’ the Hudson bay route. The time for 
moving the wheat crop is the best season 
for Hudson bay navigation. 


Navigable for Ten Months. 

All the evidence goes to show Hudson bay 
navigation is practicable later in the year 
than from Montreal and Quebec down the St. 
Lawrence. Men experienced in those waters 
go so far as to declare the belief that mod- 
ern steamers specially constructed for the 
trade could carry wheat between Hudson 
bay and Great Britain the best part of ten 
months in the year. Old wooden tubs like 
the Hudson bay trading vessels have been 
making the voyage safely for a hundred years 
and more, and it is absurd to suppose modern 
steamships cannot do what the ancient tubs 
are doing to this day. As regards the ice, it 
is found there is practically no more difficulty 
or danger than in making the passage to and 
from Canadian Atlantic ports by the New- 
foundland route. Everything points to a so- 
lution of the problem of moving the north- 
western crops by the establishment of a far 
northern route which will relieve the roads

It is certain mow, that Judge Walker bas a 
competent successor as corporation counsel, 
who will not give his approval to any unfair 
ordinance or to any one so loosely drawn 
and vaguely worded that the rights ofthe 
city may be prejudiced to the advantage of 
the beneficiaries of the grant. Pe ae 

Mr.‘ Tolman tells the aldermen that the 
,Park telephone ordinance is objec- 
/tionable because ‘! the schedule of rates and 
charges is uireasonably high, and no maxi- 
mum rate is fixed.” He has not permitted 
himself to: be deceived by the assertion of 
Ald."Young, ex-Ald. Connery, and the city 
electrician that the schedule urged upon‘the 
céutiell by’ them as “fair and equitable” 
will lower: rates: He has looked into the 
subject and has discovered that the reverse 
will be the case. 

The corporation counsel finds that the 
rates are too high, and he also finds that the 
compensation to the city is too low. The 
ordinance is designed to catch the city 


the public pay too much and to give only 
a small, contemptible fraction of the inu- 
creased receipts to the city. - 

Certain provisions were put in the ordi- 
nance to sugar-coat the pill in the hope of 
making it easier to be swallowed. One of 
them gives the city the right to purchase the 
plant. The corporation counsel calls at- 
tention to the indefiniteness of the language 
used which would enable a company to ad- 
vance a claim that it should be paid com- 
pensation in excess of the value of tangible 
property. 
| _ The ordinance empowers the council te 
regulate charges. It is pointed out that the 
language “used is an inferential admission 
by the city that it has no power to regulate 
rates without the consent of the legislature. 

There is a lack of limitations as regards 
many important matters. The company is 
given a free hand where the scope of its 
privileges should have been narrowly de- 
fined. Every section has one or more loop- 
holes for the benefit of the grantee. 

The ordinance has been so completely 
riddled by the corporation counsel that it 
becomes the duty of the members of the 
committee who voted to report it to the 
council to rise and explait. How did they 
come to give their support to a measure 
which has so many vicious provisions and 
not one which is praiseworthy? 

The corporation counsel has them on the

CHICAGO POSTOFFICE BUSINESS. 

The report of business’ transacted at the 
Chicago postoffice during the fiscal year, 
just closed, is both satisfactory and sug- 
gestive, especially in the matter of money 
order: transactions. It is satisfactory be- 
cause the total of these exceeds the hundred 
million dollar mark which was set at the be- 
ginning of the year by $23,450,237, and be- 
cause the total for the year of $123,450,237 
shows an increase of $28,659,403, or over 
30 per cent over last year. It is also sat- 
isfactery because no office in the country 
can show a larger gain. There is no ques- 
tion that in al) its other departments the 
same favorable showing will be made. The 
receipts of the office exceed those of the 
preteding year by a little over $1,000,000. 
This gratifying condition of the Chicago 
| postoffice is an index of the excellent con- 
dition of Chicago, notwithstanding many 
small drawbacks. The volume of money 
order business testifies directly to the ex- 
traordinary growth of the city. There 
were 7,258,486 money orders issued in the 
fiscal year just ended, as compared with 
5,861,842 in the previous year. A gain of 
1,396,644 transactions is not to be explained 
wholly by the increase in the city’s business, 
although a large amount of thamoney rep- 
resented by the postal orders went to the 
mail order and other business houses of 
Chicago. The inbabitants of the extensive 
and populous territory tributary to this city 
have been prosperous and they have 
poured in their orders upon the firms with 
which they trade. As a consequence of 
the increase in the volume of business the 
firms have provided employment for more 
men. 

The extraordinary money order business 
for the year also shows the great amount of 
money earned here and sent away in these 
orders. There are more pe@ple here than 
there were a year ago, and on the average 
they are earning more than they did then. 
Other things being equal, an increase in pop- 
ulation adds to the money order business, 
and that the number of people within the city 
limits is growing rapidly even the indiffer- 


there is work for all in a growing commu- 
nity there is a constant expansion in the 
volume of remittances to kinsmen and 
friends in this country and abroad. That 
is what has happened here. The wage 
earners have been excellent customers of 
the postoffice money order department be- 
cause their earnings have been so good in 
spite of frequent strikes and consequent loss 
of earnings. It would be interesting to 
know exactly how much money Chicago 
wage earners have sent during the last 
twelve months to“other parts of the United 
States and to Europe. 

The growth of a city in population and 
the increase of its material prosperity are 
not so perceptible when a city reaches “the 
first rank and covers a great area as when 
it was smaller, but such reports as those of 
the postoffice show that, big as Chicago is, 
she is still rapidly growing, and not only 
maintaining her prosperity but adding to it. 


THREE INTO ONE. 

_At Pittsburg last week the Congregation- 
alists (650,000), the United Brethren (250,- 
OOO), and the Methedist Protestants (200,-

The Christian Con- 
nection dees not believe in any statement of 
In one respect one might say that 
“it asserts nothing, not even that it asserts 
nething.” It causes unitarians ‘and trini- 
tarians, immersionists and pedobaptists, to 
dwell together in amity. Horace Mann be- 
longed to the Unitarian church in New 
England and to the Christian Connection in 
the west.. When, therefore, the Christian 
Connection found that the Congregational- 
ists, the United Brethren, and the Method- 
ist Protestants were going to construct sen- 
: tences defining their position it took its 100,- 
000 members and gracefully but firmly with- 
drew. 

The United Brethren staid, As disciples 
of Philip William Otterbein, who revolted 
against German rationalism and formalism, 
and who preached in the John Wesley man- 
ner in Pennsylvania 150 years ago, the 
United Brethren felt themselves in strong 
sympathy with the Methodist Protestants. 
In theology, in discipline, and in the mani- 
festations of the religious life the United 
Brethren seem—at least to the outsider— 
to be spiritual cousins to the Wesleyans and 
the Moravians. | 

The Methodist Protestants left the Meth- 
odist Episcopal church seventy years ago 
because they resented the dominance of the 
bishops and because they favored the as- 
sumption of larger. powers by the laity. 
They now do without bishops and try to be 
as democratic as possible. . 

It has been said that the union of the 
Congregationalists, the United Brethren, 
and the Methodist Protestants is federal 
rather than organic. This is true. The 
genefal council of the three denominations 
will not have legisla tive powers. It is 
probable, however, that the United Brethren 
‘and the Methodist Protestants, discovering 
@ strong common resemblance, will go on 
to transcend the present federal union and ‘ 
to reach a real union of discipline and of 
government. \ 

The new church union will then consist of 
only two elements, the Congregationalists

DIVIDENDS AND DEATHS. 

Two men day before yesterday talked 
about ice. Compare what they said. 

Supt. Grady of the milk inspection bu- 
reau said: ‘ Not more than one-fourth of 
the milk consumed yesterday was sweet. 
Ice must be had and distributed. It is 
needed more than coal was last winter, 
Babies will die by the thousands unless 
some means is found of keeping their milk 
supply fresh.” 

President Field of the Knickerbocker Ice 
company said: “I have ordered ap ad- 
vauce in the price of ice. The directors 
of my company bélieve that the company 
ought to make more money. If I cannot 
cause the company to make more money 
the directors will find a new president who 
will be more suecessful. The advance in 
price will vary from 5 to 30 per cent.” 

Let us now try to see what reason, if 
any, the directors of the Khickerbocker Ice 
company have for thinking that-their com- 
pany ought to make more money. 

In 1898 the companies which are em- 
braced in the combination called the 
Knickerboeker Ice company cut down the 
number of their plants from sixty-seven 
to’ twenty-two. Behold the beneficent 
cheapening of the cost of production caused 
by trust methods! The cost of distribu- 
tion fell simultaneously with the cost of 
production. As the Chicago _ Hconomist 
points out, the Kuickerbocker’s cost of dis- 
tribution was “81 cents per ton less than 
the cost to one of the largest of the sep- 
arate concerns.” 

It is therefore easy to understand why 
the Knickerbocker Ice company, though 
loaded down with its tremendous capitali- 
zation of almost $9,000,000 in stocks and 
bonds, has been able year by year to meet 
the interest on its bonds and to pay 6 per 
cent dividends on its preferred stock of 
$3,000,000 and sometimes on the $4,000,- 
000 of common stock. It is easy to under- 
stand this. The thing that is not easy 
to understand is why a company which is 
paying 6 per cent dividends should find 
it necessary to advance the price of its 
product. 

But, says Mr. Field, yages have gone 
up. They went up last year. Why were 
not prices advanced then? Because, says 
Mr. Field, competition was too intense. 

Mark that last explanation. The poor 
will have to pay 10 cents instead of 5 cents 
for a lump of ice because the Knuicker- 
bocker Ice company is now relieved from 
the pressure of competition. It is not sat- 
isfied with the savings effected by com- 
bination, consolidation, concentration, and 
other vaunted trust methods. It is not 
content with 6 per cent dividends on its 
extremely impressive capitalization. It is 
determined to charge “ what the traffic will 
bear,” even if that traffic is a traffic in the 
lives of small children. 

Remember one thing more. The Kuick- 
erbocker Ice company does a large busi- 
ness in sand. Why doesn’t it advance the 
price of' satid if it wishes to earn more 
money and pay a small dividend on the 
$4,000,000 of common stock, on which noth- 
ing has been paid for three years? An ad- 
vance in the price of sand will not cause 
acute suffering anywhere. No poor fam- 
ily will feel oppressed by it. The commun- 
ity generally will be willing to see sand go 
,up so that ice may stay down. 


LACKING IN EFFICIENCY. 

The private corporations which attend to 
public utilities often do so in an, unsatis- 
factory manner, If they give good service 
they charge too much for it, and if they 
give poor service they charge as much as 
if it were of superior quality. Both the 
poor service rendered and the high price 
charged for good or bad service have exas- 
perated the public and engendered the de- 
mand for municipal ownership, but the 
profits have probably created more irrita- 
tion than the poor service because it must 
be confessed that the municipal administra- 
tion of public utilities generally is lacking 
in efficiency. 

Chicago affords a striking illustration of 
that today. The city has exclusive charge 
of the business of supplying water to its 
citizens. It is not desirable that that busi- 
ness should be in the hands of a private 
company. Whether it rendered goed or bad 
service its charges would be much higher 
than those of the city, and it would make 
enormously large profits. Even if the rates 
were no higher the net receipts which en- 
able the eity to build intercepting sewers 
vould go as dividends to the shareholders 
of the water company. 

Municipal ownership of the water werks 
would be a greater blessing if the city gave 
better service. On Thursday 100,000 peo- 
ple in Hyde Park were complaining bitterly 
of a scanty supply of water. They did not 
get the service they had paid for and were 
entitled to. “ Carelessness and a wanton 
waste of water” are said to be responsible 
for a shortage which, in the case of a fire, 
might be a serious matter. The water 
office says the supply is ample, but that the 
police do not enforce ordinances to check the 
waste of water. The superintendent of 
police disclaims responsibility for the fail- 
ure to enforce the ordinances. It may be 
impossible to find out exactly what individ- 
ual is to blame, but the fact remains that 
the municipality does not render good 
service. 

Such incicents as the one mentioned are 
ealeulated to dampen the ardor of those 
who may have believed that public utilities

The 
talents have been squandered, .the advan- 
tages wasted, the career blasted, the soul all 
but wrecked. 

It is a terrible contrast, but one that is 
not seldom seen. 

What with the ever increasing hours of 
leisure, and the more liberal wages—what 
with the laxity of parental oversight, and 
the blandishments, pretenses, and tinsel of 
vice—what with the prevailing leniency to- 
ward wrongdoing, and the widespread in- 
difference to the restraints of -religions, we 
need not be surprised when we are told that 
there has recently been an enormous growth 
in crime, especially among the young. 

We ask whence it arises?

One cunning knave among hard worked 
clerks or qoverts stricken laborers will en- 
tangle thém all in his mesh: of, dishonest 
schemes, clever hypocrisies, and ruingus: 
Hes. 

An idle set of fast young men can con- 
ceive crimes, lay plans, perfotm deeds, which 
not one of them could work out by himself— 
which yet will cast humiliation upon a whole 
comminity, and wreck the lives of all con- 
cerned. 

If you make companions of the depraved 
you will end in being depraved. .“ Live with 
the wolves.”’ says the Spanish proverb. *“ and 
you will learn to _howl.’’ Mental pover fs 
not proof against such influences. It was 
the wild smuegler boys of Kirk-Oswalhd who 
led Burns astray. Call not that man a 
friend who. while he takes his stand by your 
side, shoulder to shoulder, is tempting you 
to destruction. From such false friends 
may God Almighty save us all! 

Again, these “ rowers '' may be regarded as 
a man’s own appetites. 

God has planted certain instincts and pro- 
pensities in our nature, and they have their 
place in the economy of our being. We must 
eat and drink, and be bound together in 
domestic relations. Herein is a natural joy 
of life. But God punishes excess; our desfres 
and passions have definite limitations and 
are to be kept under strict control; they are 
to be subordinate, not supreme. Nature has 
her laws, and when they are infringed, she 
punishes without hesitation and without re- 
morse. 

Excess is sin. Excessis weakness. Excess 
is death. Ceesar sought happiness in domin- 
ion; Brutus in glory; Anthony in love. The 
first found Ingratitude, the second reproach, 
the last disgrace, and each destruction, be- 
cause each went to excess. 

As a result of yielding to the lower nature 
we may read in every Iissue’of the daily pa- 
pers a long list of crimes; a youth robbing his 
employer; a girl deserting her homie; children + 
casting off their parents; a wife leaving her 
husband; young men guilty of betrayal, 
decertion, and even murder. 

Possibly not one of these misguided per- 
sons intended wrong. Aw they look back 
over the past they are bewildered as they try 
to recall the first false step. It must seem 
like a frightful nightmare as they review the 
events which led little by little to the devas- 
tation of today. Doubiiess the whole history- 
might be summed up in one sehtence, “ the 
rowers swept them on.” Desire, appetite, 
lust were uncontrolled, and thus came ruin. 
When the weakened slip passes out into the 
deep sea the waves bent it, the winds toss it, 
the floods open its crevices, the waters rush 
in and the ship goes down. , Then follows 
bitter lamentation. 

Let me show you a picture. infirm and 
broken hearted woman site today in her 
chamber alone. Mechanically she turns the 
leaves of an old worn bible; it has-been in her 
family for generations, thut of late years has 
not been much used; she tries to read, but 
the page is blurred and blotted; she holds the 
book close to her te poor eves, so dimmed 
with age and weéping. she pronounces the 
wo aloud with slow precision, “‘ The Lord 
is loving unto every min, and his mercy is 
over all his works.”” But her overwrought 
brain cannot comprehend tne meaning; the 
book falls from her ne:veless grasp, while 
the hot tears pout down the ashen face. 

Can you wonder at her agony? It is her 
boy who is accused of a terrible crime—her 
boy, so young, and handsome, and winning— 
her boy, who has held positions of trust and 
honor. He is locked up like a common felon, 
and she knows not what the end may be. 
That is a picture, not only of one, but of 
many mothers in this cruel city today. Pity 
them and pray for them! 

The lessons seem plain. They are these: 
To avoid evil associates; to curb our appe- 
tites; to keep under our bodies and bring 
them into subjection. We may listen to 
Napoleon—better adviser than exemplar— 
as he admonishes his brother. King Joseph 
of Spain: “‘ I have only one counsel for you— 
Be master."’ 

If we wish to keep a straight course in our 
voyage of life we must carry with us a 
compass, a chart, an anchor. and a pilot. 
The compass is the bible; the chart is the 
chureh’s teaching; the anchor is faith in 
God; and the pilot is Christ himself.

GINS, senior member of the board 
of trade, has just ‘paid his fiftieth 
annual membership fee. 

Mr. Higgins is the chief living 
pioneer builder of the vast and unequaled 
provision trade of Chicago. His life story 
is typical of the indomitable energy and en- 
terprise which first revealed and helped de- 
velop the gigantic resources of the west. 
He is one of the last of the sturdy old giants 
of industry whose struggles are interwoven 
with the history of Illinois. By turns he 
hag been sailor, gold digger, packer, and 
grain trader. 
Starts Life as Sailor. 


Sixty years ago George Miggins was a 
sailor boy before the mast, and most of the 
time since then his life has been of the 
strenuous kind beloved and advocated by 
President Roosevelt. Born in 1829 at Cape 
Cod—the historic cradle of “American 
sailors—he sailed at the age of 14 in a vessel 
going round Cape Horn to Central America 
and California, chiefly after hides. He kept 
a log book of.the voyage, which he still pre- 
serves, one of his most treasured posses- 
sions. The book shows that the _ vessel, 
Leonesa E. Miller, sailed June 26, 1843, from 
Liverpool, bound for the western coast of 
South America, and after a stormy voyage 
of 115 days made Realejo, on the west coast 
of Nicaragua. 

“The captain's name was Metcalf,” said 
Mr. Higgins to a reporter, “and my son, 
Edward Metcalf Higgins of the board of 
trade, is called after him. An ordinary sea- 
man’s pay then was $11a month. Mine was 
$5, but on the next voyage they raised;it 
to $9. In parts it was a rough voyage, and 
there. was more of adventure and experience 
in it than of profit or enjoyment. Our ex- 
periences were about the same as those 
described in Dana’s ‘Two Years Before the 
Mast.’ | 

“ We had_a flogging. on. board, too, like 
the one Dana describes. The second mate 
was reduced from his position for.some of- 
fense or neglect and sent forward to the 
forecastie. That made him angry, and that 
night he struck the captain. Next day he 
was seized: up, and the captain himself put 
it on with a rope’s end till the second mate’s 
back was covered with blood. It was a good 
flogging, and the man well deserved it. 


Makes Trip Around the Horn. 

“On our return round the horn we met 
with continuous gales, and our bulwarks 
were stove in; but you’ll find all that kind 
of thing in Dana—I like toreadhim. Wehad 
some fatalities, too. Here is the record of 
one.””

In 1868 the late Benjamin Peters 
Hutchinson, once king of the pits, and my- 
self were the first to build packing houses 
at the Union stockyards. Some of the old 
‘traders, such as Hancock, Culbertson, and 
Blair, called us remarkable fools for doing 
such a thing, but next vear Bottsford fol- 
lowed our example, and B. F. Murphy the 
year after. So we founded Packingtown.”’ 

Of Mr. Higgins’ brothers—both called, like 
himself, after presidents of the United States 
—one, Thomas Jefferson, is now owner of a 
large coffee plantation in Hawall. 

The other, John Adams Higgins, was in 
his .time a king. The vessel on which he 
was a sailor being wrecked on a reef off the 
Mauritian group of islands and every one 
on board drowned but himself, the natives 
received him with kindness and hospitality, 
and on the death of the dusky native mon- 
arch they made him their king. He married 
a native maiden and for many years lived 
happily in royal state under the palm trees. 4 
He at length fell in battle with a hostile 
tribe. The king left two sons, well educated 
young princes, who maintain correspond- 
ence with the veteran founder of Packing- 
town and his family.

SUNDAY SCHOOL 
CENTENARY NEAR. 


Movement . ‘Embracing 20,000,000 
Children Begun in England a 


NE hundred years of systematized 
Sunday school work will be ended this | 
year in Great Britain, and in various i Sete. 
parts of the world the centenary will a 
be celebrated. When it is understood 
that this 100th anniversary is that of a 
work now including an army of about 20,000,- 
000 children and more than 1,000,000 teach- 

ers, something of the importance of the move- 

ment started a century ago in England may 
be realized. 

Sunday schools were started independently 
in the United States a few years after Rob- 
ert Raikes was. moved by the condition of 
children in the streets of Gloucester, and 
founded what became the nucleus of the Sun- 
day school union. | 3 

Bishop Asbury of the Methodists is said 
to have planted the first Sunday school in 
America, in Hanover ceunty,.Va., in 1786, or 
six years after Raikes founded his Sunday 
school for the children of back streets in 
Gloucester. 


First Organized Movement. 


All efforts prior to Raikes’ attempt seemed 
destined to advance independently, while his 
brought fruit in the shape of a unified cen- 
tral body. It isthe anniversary of the start- 
ing of this movement which will be cele- 
brated, especially. in England and Ireland. 

The centenary is strictly that of the British 
union, and for that reason it is probable no 
especial recognition will be given the event 
in America, while England will consider it 
one of the notable occurrences of the “year. 
Americans with good reason may date their 
Sunday school organizations back to 1791, 
when a Sunday school union was established 
in Philadelphia and paid teachers ‘were em- 
ployed in the work, or to 1824, when the 
American union was established. 

A conspicuous figure in the British cele- 
bration will be Ald. Manton of Birmingham, 
who has been a Sunday school teacher con- 
tinuously for eighty years. He became a 
teacher just twenty years after the estab- 
lishment of the Sunday School union, and he 
has been in the work ever since. Hardly sec-- 
ond in interest is the oldest English pupil, 
Mrs. Esther Marter, a member of the Paul 
meeting house Sunday school for sixty-four 


years. 
Founder Tells of Establishment. 


The story of the establishment of Raikes’ 
first Sunday school is of interest. It is told 
by himself as follows fn a letter to a friend: 

Some business leading me one morning into the 
suburbs of the city, where the lowest of the people 
—who are principally employed in the pin manu- 
factory—chiefly reside, I was struck with concern 
at seeing a group of children, wretchedly ragged, 
playing in the streets. I asked 
whether these children belonged to that part of the 
town, and lamented their misery and idleness. 
** Ah,"’ said the woman, could you take a view 
of this part of the town on a Sunday you would 
be shocked indeed, for then the street is filled with 
multitudes of those wretches who spend their time 
in noise and riot, playing at chuck and cursing and 
ewearing in a manner so hprrid as to convey toany 
gerious mind an idea of hell.’’ 

First Teachers Receive Pay. 7 

_ Mr. Raikes secured the house of a Mr. and 
Mrs. King for the first Sunday school for 
the children of Gloucester. 
day in July in 1780 was the great day, and 
long before the school was timed to open a 
crowd of urchins surrounded the doors. The 
movement succeeded at once, and several in- 
stitutions were opened in Gloucester. In 
those days the teachers were paid, for they 
not only instructed the children in religious 
matters, but taught them to read. Raikes 
at the time was the editor of the Gloucester 
Journal, and used his paper for extolling the 
results of the work.

Then there is a fisherman's “ huzsy " witti 
needies, pins, thread, and buttons, match 
box, cork screw,/manicure set, court plaster 
case, and last, but not least, a solid silver 
and cut glass whisky flask. Altogether it is 
complete in every particular, even to a smali 
silver plate with the name of the owner 
and donor surrounded by an exquisitely en- 
graved fishing scene.

Uncle Sam’s 
Play Places. 


Uncle Sam has an Interesting way of mix- 
ing up in the resort business. He makes no 
announcements to this effect, but were it 
not for government features at several well 
known places little would be known of them. 
Chicagoans know what he has done for the 
Yellowstone National park, and how the 
president himself has only recently adver- 
tised it. The government reservation at Hot 
Springs, Ark., preserved the boiling water 
for the people, and there are other places 
where Uncle Sam has taken a hand in creat- 
ing summering and wintering places for his 
big and growing population. There is a sig- 
nal staton away up on Pike’s Peak. 

Nearer Chicago, they are of increased in- 
terest. In all such places where the govern- 
met lends a hand, summer people are at- 
tracted. A year or so ago the navy depart- 
ment sent a number of yawls to a summer 
naval school that has been established at 
M kuckee lake, Ind. The boate are of 
the“build used by men-of-war, and the boys 
in their fetching uniforme attract a great 
deal of attention while being trained in the 
skillful handling of the little fleet. There 
also is a military academy that has been 
substantially recognized by the government. 
Adjoining the academy the Vandalia line 

ople have constructed a pretty little park, 

rgely used by summer people, and’ the 
whole forms a never ending diversion at the 
famous lake. 

There is another military academy up at 
Delafield, near the lakes in the Oconomowoc 
region, in Wisconsin. This to some extent 
is recognized by the government, and in this 
vicinity not far from the line of the St. Paul 
road is what is known as Government hill, 
because the government for years has main- 
tained a lake survey station on the crest. 
The hill {s 669 feet above the Lake Michigan 
level, and the water level of Oconomowoc 
lake is 282 feet above Lake Michigan. The 
altitude of several other charming lakes is 
as follows: Pewaukee, 263; Nagawicka, 304: 
Nemahbin, 2898; Okauchee, 282: Pine, 315: 
Lac la Belle, 278. This station for years has 
been a point of interest with riding and 
driving parties. 

The government has now projected a big 
park reservation in the Bleck hills, near 
Deadwood, and this is calculated to draw 
largely. 

Uncle Sam's big works at Sault Ste. Marie, 
where steamers are passed from Lake Su- 
perior tnto the 8t. Mary’s fiver and vice 
versa by means of the coetly locks built and 
operated there, has developed into one of 
the most interesting resorts in the lake re- 
gion. The government maintains a fine park 
that reaches to the massive stone work of 
the locks, and in this park during the season 
people from every one of the middle 
west states may be seen. New hotels have 
been constructed to meet the increasing 
travel, and the Northwestern maintains a 
through service from Chicago to this inter- 
esting point. Wherever there is a life sav- 
ing station or a lighthouse on the lakes, a 
resort may be found not far distant. People 
like to be where Uncle Sam takes a hand, 
just as they will wait an hour longer to take 
a ride on one of his fast mail trains.

line and break through it, after having fought your way to 
the gate of the car on the inside. 
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“In a car the average passenger in Chicago has grown ; 
to expect shoving and pushing. A man will get into an 
empty car, which he knows will be crowded before it leaves 
the loop district, but he settles down with a parcel on the seat 
beside him and with both feet on the opposite seat. From 
these positions he gives way grudgingly, just as the temper of 
the passengers makes necessary; when he takes his feet down ; 
he may cross his legs in a manner that leaves a foot rubbing : 
its dust and dirt into the skirt of a woman or into the trouser 
legs of a man—provided the man will sit for it.

It was because of these eddies that the 
stone weighing eighteen pounds which was flung from the 
crater of Mont Pelee was picked up nine miles to the east of 
the volcano, These same eddies would be responsible for drop- 
ping east of the east coast of Maine a missile of 5,000 pounds 
weight sent up from Pike’s Peak to a height of over 7,500 feet 
above the snow line. 

“ Not only this, but these eddies have a marked influence 
on the weather. One may say that we are warmed here by 4 
blanket of atmosphere that may be thin or thick, according to 
conditions. At times these electric eddies disturb this blanket 
and pile the atmosphere higher in one place than in another; 
then wherever the atmospheric covering is thinned we have 
cold. This was the condition a few weeks ago, when we saw 
the temperature drop from 74 degrees to frost in twelve hours. 
With the thin ‘ blanket’ the I'ght of the sun is not enough im- 
peded to make the warmth through friction; when the. 
‘blanket’ is thick this friction is so much greater as to make 
the heat.” wes 

Plans for Pike’s Peak. 

In preparation for the tests to be made with heavy guns om 
the summit of Pike’s Peak the experimenter expects to make 
thunders and lightnings about the head of the great mountain, 
For the final shot that shall not return to the planet 500 pounds 
of smokeless powder will be used, throwing a pear shaped pro- 
jectile weighing 700 pounds, to which will be attached a wire 
coil about ninety feet long. At the end of this coil will be a cap 
like disk, and not till the shell has reached a great height from 
its gun muzzle will the wire uncoil and the cable drop down- 
ward. 2 

“ Inside the shell will be a carbon burner and so 
that when the shell has passed on to the ether it will make a 
contact, leaving a spark at least fifteen miles long. The carbon 
burner will be ignited and it will be seen beyond question that 
the shell leaves the earth. For the experimental shells ar 
ranged to stop short of the ethér rim, they are expected to fall 
somewhere in the far east, and we shall have observers on the 
look out for them.” 

Roughly speaking, Pike's Peak is 14,000 feet in height, and 
the belief of the gunners is that at that height a shot sent ver- 
tically into the thin air will go f-rther than a shot from the 
same gun placed at sea level and fired at a maximum of elée- 
vation. Six hundred pounds of smokeless powder will send at 
this elevation a thirteen inch shell a distance of nineteen 
miles; if the Whitney shell can be sent up 9,500 feet from the 
peak or 25,000 feet above the sea level, the experimenter will 
be satisfied that his missile will have been launched inte un- ~ 
known ether beyond its ever coming back.

NTERESTING details concerning some of 

the small vices of Americans—if consump- 
tion of spirits or tobacco is a vice—are 
given in the statistical abstract of the 
United States for 1902. which has just 
been published by the bureau of statistics 
of the treasury department. The book ts ea- 
tirely composed of rows and columns of 
figures, with the proper explanatory titles, 
and is wholly without ordinary reading mat- 
ter. But the stories which the figures. tell 
are many and varied. 

It is learned, for instance, that whereas a 
half century ago—in 1850, to be precise, when 
the first report was compiled—the American 
of the times was satisfied to get through the 
year on an average per capita consumption 
of 4.08 gallons of wines and liquors, his suc- 
cessor of today requires 19.48 gallons. This 
comparison, however. would not be com- 
plete without the further information that 
in 1850 the American citizen consumed, take 
him all around, 2.23 gallons of distilled 
spirits—whisky and brandy—as against only 
1.36 gallons by the American of 1902. It isin 
malt liquors, beer, that the American nowa- 
days has so far outdistanced the American 
of 1850. raising the average from an insig- 
nificant 1.58 gallons to 17.49 gallons. 


Never a Heavy Wine Drinker. 

In the matter of wine the citizen of the 
United States has never been a iarge con 
sumer. In 1850 the per capita average was 
but a paltry .27 of a gailon and in 1902 it 
had risen to only .63. Parenthetically, it is 
noted that during the last ten years there 
has becn a considerabie falling eff in the 
quantity of wine imported frem other coun- 
tries. In 1803 the imports amounted in vaiue 
to $1/.25.358. while last year the value was 
only $4,021,138. 

That American taste in whisky has under- 
gone a change of recent years is probably 
-nown to thase who have an interest in such 
matters. It is graphically shown in the fig- 
ures in the Statistical Abstract. Ten ytars

The gentle 
mannered wizard looks at the person brought 
before him and then says: “Ah, yes, you 
remember me @o you not. You were here ten 
years ago. You did time afterwards in Joliet. 
You have been in the Missouri state since 
then and two years at Michigan City. Take 
him away, officer.” And the man whose past 
has been so accurately described slinks away 
with his pale lips murmuring, “ He called the 
turn on me all right.”’ 


Never Forgets a Face. 


The mild mannered, blue eyed wizard is 
Capt. Michael Evans, chief of the bureau of 
identification of the Chicago police depart- 
ment. For twenty years he has sat in the 
dingy little room down in Harrison street 
police station and told criminals their past. 
He doesn’t use a deck of cards, nor does he 
read their palms, nor consult a dream book. 
He merely locks straight into the eyes of the 
man brought before him and he seems to see 
right through and into the black and sin 
stained past. He never forgot a face in his 
life. When, he sees a man he will know him 
a year after, ten years afterwards, or twen- 
ty. Crooks He to the policemen who arrest 
them. they lie to the desk sergeants and the 
captains, but when Capt. Evans looks at 
them through ‘his mil@ blue eyes and in his 
gentile, soft voice says:, “* You are wanted in 
New York for bank burglary, I helieve,”’ they 
merely shuffle, gulp a moment or two, and 
then, dropping their eyes to the floor, say: 
** sir.” 

Capt. Evans came into the ice depart- 
ment in 1880. At that time criminals did not 
have their past read. Sometimes the more 
notorious ones among them were “ mugged,” 
that is, they were put in front of a camera 
and their pictures were taken while they 
screwed their faces into all kinds of bow- 
knots. The pictures were stacked In a 
drawer, and if they were ever wanted some 
one would have to put in a day or two claw- 
ing the photographs over and trying to guess 
at the picture that had been asked for. Capt. 
Evans was first a clerk and then a repre- 
sentative of the United States secret service 
in the police department. He saw what a 
need there was for a systematic identifica- 
tion system and he went to work along lines 
that he had mapped out for himself. 


Established the Identification Bureau. 


He laid his ideas before his superiors, and in 
1884 they allowed him to organize the first 
police identification bureau in the world. 
Penitentiaries took a man's photograph and 
noted down some of his physical peculiarities 
when he entered the institution, but no city 
had ever before had a regularly organized 
police identification bureau. Capt. Evans 


secured photographers, and thereafter every

tillon system was the only proper method of © 


preserving the records of criminals, and so 
he instituted it in Chicago, and three years 
later it was in good running order. In the 
identification bureau of Chicago today there 
are over 50,000 Bertillon photographs and 
measurements, and 15,000 photographs and 
identification cards made under the old plan. 


Every morning all prisoners, men and wom-' 


en, held to the grand jury, are brought from 
every police court in Chicago to Capt. Evans’ 
office. They are brought, one by one, to a 
corner in the office, where they are measured 
according to the Bertillon method and then 
sent upstairs to be photographed. Under 
the Bertillon plan the prisoners have their 
heads measured both lengthwise and side- 
wise. Then the forearm is measured, next the 
middie, finger and the little finger, the width 
of the eyes and the cheek bones, and the 
length of the feet and the height. All the 
scars on the subjects, moles, birthmarks, 
and other peculiarities are taken down, and 
then the individual is taken in for Capt. 
Evans to look at and “ read his title clear,” 
not to “ castles in the skies,”’ but too often 
to a cell in the penitentiary.

Cannot Tell How He Does It. 


Capt. Evans says he can give no rules on 
how to remember faces. He will not tell 
how he does it for the siniple reason that 
he doesn’t know. He says that the gift 
to remember faces is like the talent to play 
the piano or sing or paint! pictures. It is 
inherent and cannot be accounted for. As 
long as he can remember he had the ability 
to remember every face he saw. A man 
may stay out of Capt. Evans’ sight for 
years, grow a beard, become changed by 
age and vicissitudes, but the next time he 
is taken into the police identification bureau 
the little, quiet man with the blue eyes will 
look at him and tell him all about himself. 
The other night the police at Milwaukee 
telegraphed down thé description of a man 
arrested for robbery in a hotel. From that 
telegraphed description Capt. Evans recog- 
nized a man whom he had seen only once 
and that was ten years ago, when the man 
had been brought into the identification bu- 
reau in Chicago for measurement. Only 
two or three weeks ago Capt. Evans re- 
ceived from the prefect of ce in Paris 
the Bertillon measurements of a man ar- 
rested as a forger in the French eapital. 
Capt. Evans identified the man as one whom 
he had seen under arrest in Chicago twenty 
years ago, long before the Bertillon sys- 
tem had been established here, and when 
the old system of “ mugging” and its thin 
records were all that the police had to de-

In the 
old days Miss Howard’ was easily the 

most popular female performer in the saw- 

dust ring, but the last twenty years of her

Hfe were spent selling newspapers in the 
streets of the southern city. 

Time was when Elizabeth Howard received 
$150 for forty minutes’ work each night. And 


the success of the entire performance de- 
pended upon her whim as much as the sing-, 


ing of a grand opera does upon the humor of 
a prima donna. 

During her life in New Orleans “ Old Mise 
Howard,” as she was known to the news- 
boys and street urchins, earn about 60 
cents a day, and to do this she was forced 
to rise at 2 o’clock in the morning, summer 
and winter, and be at Newspaper row at 3 
o’clock, when the morning papers sent out 
their city editions. 3 


‘ Coming of “the Queen.” 


It is said that Miss Howard arrived in 
New Orleans about twenty years ago. One 
cold winter’s morning a sweet faced, white 
baired old woman was seen selling papers 
at the intersection of Customhouse and Royal 
etreets. She had a rude little table th 
uncertain legs. When it was time to close 
her “shop "’ she asked permission of a near- 
by storekeeper to allow her table to remain 
overnight in his establishment. Then she 
trudged home to a bare, cheerless little 
room somewhere downtown in the French 
quarter. 

After awhile she returned, passing the 
corner on her way: to the levee for a walk. 
She was followed by six dogs, her friends 
and companions. This was the history of 
each of the last days of the old woman’s 


and she was never absent from her little 
stand. She always went for her walk ac- 
companied by a half dozen dogs.’ 7 
Sometimes a change was noticed in the per- 
sonnel of her canine bodyguard, some of 
them falling victims to age, accident, or 
the dog catcher. But there were always six 
of them. 

There are times when the most cheerful 
and willing of souls will rebel at the idea 
of going out into the darkness of a bleak 
morning and standing in the face of a stilf, 
icy wind that blows straight from the gulf, 
but Miss Howard was always patient and 
gentle. While she rarely smiled, she bravely 
taced life and the changes it had for her, 
and when her work was done she folded 
her arms and went away. | 

Miss Howard is held by many to have 
been the most dashing, the most daring 
circus woman the world ever knew. She was 
the first person, man or woman, to tumble 
through paper hoops while her horse was 
going at a mad gallop. She could perform 
on the horizontal bars, too, and as a dancer 
she rivaled Carmencita. She had a voice of 
richness and power. 

Triumph ‘on the Stage. 

Miss Howard deserted the circus for a sin- 
gle season, when she starred in a comedy of 
the sort in which Lotta was successful.’.She 
achieved a triumph, her singing of ‘* Long, 
Long Ago’’ being still fresh in the memory 
of many an old man. But the stage was not 
to her liking and she soon returned to her old 
bove, the night om which she neappeared under 
the big tent being an event to amusemént 
seekers. It was in Pittsburg, and adniirers 
from Cincinnati and Detroit made pilgrim- 
ages to the Pennsylvania city to give her a 
welcome. | 

Before the “ grand entry” there was an 
accident im one of the dressing rooms. A 
candle was overturned and some flimsy gowns 
were soon ablaze. Dam Riice’s little niece 
was sleeping on a pile of canvas triinks, and 
the flames had reached the child when Miss 
Howard went tO the rescue. The ‘‘ queen’s”’ 
left hand was badty burned, but the little one 
was unharmed. - 

Miss Howard bowed to the big audience that 
night, but she coukd not ride her horse or 
leap in midair. She sang “ Long, Long Ago ”’: 
“* Let me forget that so long have you roved, 

Let me believe that you love as you loved, 

Long, long ago.”’ 


Loses Heart to a Clown. 


Miss Howard was once a society girl of 
Montgomery, Ala., and just before the civil 
war she visited Richmond, where she led 
the cotillon at the season’s most notable 
affair. It was during this visit to Richmone 
that she met a circus clown, to whom she 
lost her heart. There is no record of her 
marriage to him, but a, any rate the mem- 
bers of her family, one of the oldest in Ala- 
bama, were shocked the following year to 
learn that she had signed a'contract with a 
circus manager and had begun what was 
to be a most notable career. She was for- 
bidden ever to enter her home again. 

Miss Howard sold papers the day she died, 
The last morning she spent om earth was 
bright and warm. She left off selling papers 
about 10 o’clock and went to Newspaper 
row to settle her weekly bills. Then home, 
dinner for the’ dogs, a two hour “ nap,” and 
her daily walk. As she was returning home 
she had: a coughing spell and swooned. A 
hemorrhage followed, and she was taken into 
a dwelling at 730 Orleans street, where she 
died a few minutes later. 

Miss Howard -had been a member of a co- 
operative benevolent association which as- 
sured its members a Christian burial upon 
payment of 10 cents a week during life. She 
had meglected to pay the current week’s 
dues, and so the “ queen of the circus’ was

Long Engagements Required. 

After all the other preliminaries” have 
been attended to and the engagement finally 
announced a marriage cannot take place in- 
side of a year. The army holds that engage- 
ments should last at least that long. They 
say that a man and woman eannot know 
too much about each other, and that during 
a long engagement each has abundant time 
to discover if there is any quality possessed 
by the other which would tend to throw a 
cloud over the married life. The Salvation 
army holds that divorces are entirely too 
common and it is attempting to make people 
more careful in entering the marriage state.

The manner in which the crown prince incurred his fath- 
er’s wrath by becoming desperately enamored of Miss Gladys 
Deacon, daughter of the late Edward“Parker Deacon, indi- 
cates that German princes may be attracted by American 
girls and that they have been attracted by them. The Chi- 
cago girl is as possible as any of the American girls. 

The spectacle of Prince Adalbert, Prince August Wilhelm, 
Prince Bitel Fritz, Prince Oskar, or Prince Joachim leading 
an American or a Chicago girl to the altar is one which can 
be imagined without amy great effort since the kaiser has let 
down the bars. Then would need only the death of the 
crown prince without ¢Mildren to place the American girl, or 


the Chicago girl on the German throne. 


Prince Eager to Wed American. 


An American girl would have become the German empress 
if the crown prince had been vested with any voice in the 
matter. Mise Deacon would have been the future ruler’s wife 


if the katser had not stood in the way as representing tradi- 
tions and laws. The crown prince would have set them aside 
fast enough. 

His experiences with Miss Deacon are believed to have 
taught the kaiser a lesson that royaity should not be exposed 
to the temptations of an American girl's attractions. After he 
had settled the affair with Miss Deacon to his own satsfac- 
tion, if not to his son’s, he decided that the crown prince 
should mot be allowed to visit America, as he had desired. 
Miss Deacon was only one, and she might be vanquished, but 
the danger of exposing the crown prince to a country ful! of 
them was too much. 

The crown prince had gone to the length of presenting 
Miss Deacon with a diamond ring, which, according to tradi- 

- tion, should be worn only by the intended wife of the German 
heir. 

Prince Frederick William would have suggested morgan- 
atic marriage probably, but the kaiser {is known to be un- 
alterably opposed to this, and Miss Deacon told the prince she 
would be his wife only if a full religious service accompanied 

the ceremony and if she were to be recognized as the equal in 
birth and rank of any royal woman in Purope. 

This recognition would have beem accorded by William if 
he had “been allowed his own way. The kaiser summoned his 
son home and sent him on a sea voyage for his health. Miss 
Deacon was requested to return the ring. 

The probability of any of the German princes reaching 
American shores is not extremely bright. A visit from Prince 
Adalbert, the saflor son of the kaiser, ie not an impossibility, 
however. In his cruises he reaches foreign lands and that 
he will come to America is not impossible. 


. 


May Meet Fate in Europe. 

For the American girl to wim one of the princes it is not 
necessary for them to be guests in America. London is full 
of American girls, and London frequently sees one or more of 
the kaiser’s sons. It was there that Frederick William made 
the acquaintance of Miss Deacon. The yoting woman was the 
guest of the duchess of Marlborough.

Accordingly, Prince 
Bitel Frederick and Prince Adalbert are the eligible princes 
for the girls who can win them. The Germans believe in earty 
marriages, and these two princes are at liberty to chose whom 
they will.

‘Proper development of the 


Stockings put bells on his toes. He is not 
developing properly and needs a little physical 
culture. This is what Philander E. Chase of 
Berwyn, formerly superintendent of the Chil- 
dren's Aid society, advises after twelve years’ 
study of the physical growth of children. The 
suggestion is the first of a series upon infantile 
physical culture which, together with certain patents of his, 
have been attracting the favorable attention of Chicago phy- 
Sicians lately. 

In pulling off his stockings a baby is making his first vol- 
untary effort to exercise the flexor muscles. Since normally 
he begins this action at a given age, its occurrence or failure 
then is a sign of the state of his health. If he is backward, 
how cam you train him up to the standard better than by 
following that line which nature has marked out as the one 
of least resistance? 

Either sew a bright button to the toe of each of his stock- 
ings, having pinned these garments on securely, or else, if he 
is fat and sluggish, fasten sleigh bells an inch in diameter 
fo his feet and place under his heels a pad to prevent bruises. 
Take care not to leave the bells on too long—not longer than 
half an hour ait the most, for the pliable muscles of a growing 
child are peculiarly liable to overtraining. If you find that 
baby favors one foot more than the other take off the bell 
on that side and leave the other one on for a longer time to 
keep his development balanced. ' 

The principle of this device is obvious. It aims simply to 
stimulate the child’s instinctive activity. It presupposes Mr. 
Chase's postulate that the natural growth of a child must not 
be interfered with. It provides that natural growth and cul- 
ture growth Shall go alomge together. It is indeed the 
basis of My. Chase’s entire system of early physical culture. 


Soon He Will Roll. 


‘When a baby has worn bells a few days he is strong 
enough to roll. In daing this he begins to exercise a new 
set of muscles, the extensors, and he is making his first defi- 
nite effort at locomotion. He is getting ready to creep. By 
lying on his stomach he is strengthening his stomach muscles; 
by pressing on the floor with his hands he is expanding his 
chest and making his breathing muscles firmer. When he 
lifts his head to look about him he makes his back stronger, 
and, at the same time, by giving the spine a counter anterior 


bend, he counteracts any posterior spinal curvature which 


he may have contracted through being carried persistently 
on the same arm by his nurse in early babyhood. Encourage 
him to roll, therefore, by putting bright, soft toys just beyond 
his reach. 

A rolling baby develops his extensor muscles with amaz- 
ing rapidity. Soon he is able to sit up by himself. Do not 
help him to learn this by pulling him up by his hands or you 
Will retard instead of furthering his motor ability. He has 


’ the strength and all the muscles necessary for the action, and 


he will use them just as soon as his mind is capable of con- 


: Sifolling them. Put him on the floor in a warm, sunny room, 
| otected from drafts, and leave him alone to work out his 


"wn gymnastics. Above all do not, when he has learned to 
'sit up, prop up his back with pillows. If he can get up by 
Rimself he can lie down unaided, and he should be left free 
/t0 rest in a natural position when tired. 

Now the child has reached the creeping age, the first great 
crisis of his life. This is a time when three important physio- 
logical changes are affecting his health: He is being weaned; 
he is cutting his teeth; and his head is closing. Nature has 
Provided the exercise of creeping to counteract the weakening 
influences of this trying period. Creeping brings into play 
all the muscles of the body, it aids digestion, and gives 
Physical endurance. Also, it conduces to sound, healthful 


sleep, and has thereby a tonic effect upon the brain. 


Must Creep, Not Hitch. 


Upon this last point Mr. Chase has secured valuable data. 
Inquiry into the infancy. of twenty feebleminded children 
brought out the fact that not one of the number had crept in 
babyhood. That is to say, at a critical stage of their develop- 
Ment they had missed the physical culture which under 
hormal conditions nature provides by instinctive action. He 
}found, moreover, that babies who hitched along instead of 
creeping developed abnormally, and wide observation of 
hitching babies convinced him that the unnatural movement 
Was due to poor balance in the head, that such children were 
dizzy, and that they had not proper muscular control. By 
experiment he found that a hitching child could with care 
be cured of its malady before it was a year old. After that 
age the matter, if unattended to, was likely to become serious. 

From these investigations Mr. Chase has deduced two 
theories—one, that a child should not be weaned unti] he has 
learned to creep; the other, that if he does not of himself 
learn to creep he must be taught for the sake of his mental

Through this reciprocal influence 
of muscular activity large areas of the gray matter of the 
prain are developed in infancy and early childhood.

cult and imperfect. 

These data, which Mr. Chase gathered together in trying 
to correct the physical faults of the waifs who came under 
his attention during his term of public office, he augmented 
by experiments which he carried on with his own little girl, 
experiments which resulted in the invention of simple ap- 
paratus for the physical culture of children. : 

As soon as little Mary Chase could stand upon her feet she 
began to climb the stairs. Her father let her climb, following 
behind to guard her from a fall. He placed a gate just above 
the landing and padded and carpeted the three stairs below it. 
On the landing he arranged a playhouse with her toys. Mary 
never rolled down the steps but once, and she learned to slide 
down feet foremost on her stomach. After a few days’ prac- 
tice she was allowed to climb the full length of the stairs and 
to silde down again attended by some older person, 


Stair Climbing an Aid. 


Mr. Chage recommends stair climbing for heavy children 
who are slow about learning to walk. He cautions against 
owertraining, however, and names as a safe guide the child's 

inclination. 
 Cameaele, sliding, and swinging are the three strongest 
instincts of a child whose brain has begun to develop... “To 
satisfy these instincts in his little girl Mr. Chase invented the 
klymup high chair, the klymup toboggan, and the indoor 
swing. Wien little Mary was 15 months old he cut an open- 
ing in the back of her high chair large enough for her to crawl 


that the child could alight upon her feet in sliding down.

through, but not large enough for her to fall through, and on 


the hind legs of the chair he made a ladder by adding a 


couple of rounds. The first time the child saw the chair in 
the dining room she climbed up into it without any instruc- 
tion, and in a couple of lessons she learned how to climb 
down. In getting down she pushed her feet backward through 
the opening, and, holding all the time to the arms of the chair, 
she climbed down the little ladder. In none of these move- 


ments was she required to do anything which would throw. 


the chair out of balance or*overturn it. 

She liked these new gymnastics as much as she did the 
stair climbing, and, practicing them as she did three times a 
day every day in the year, she had all the exercise which she 
needed for health, and she gained muscular development so 
gradually that she had no idea she was in training. 

| 
Rainy Day Toboggan. 

On rainy days and when the barometer is low, little chil- 
dren need more exercise than they do in sunny weather, when 
they can play out of doors in the open air. To meet this need 
Mr. Chase made his daughter a rainy day toboggan out of her 
dining chair and an ironing board. He set the board on an 
incline, with its larger end attached by a separable hinge to 
the front end of the chair seat and its smaller end resting on 
the floor, elevated slightly by a rubber tipped standard, so 
To 
the front side of the front legs of the chair he attached small 
metal clips to keep the chair from overturning should two or 
three children play upon it at once. He coated the upper side 
of the slide board with floor wax to make it Blippery and a:- 
ranged upon it a sliding cushion, waxed on its under side, 
which would save the slider’s clothes. 

Mary understood the uge of the apparatus the first time 


On the toboggan shide, 
she saw it. She climbed up the ladder and across the chair 
seat, using the chair arms as handles, and then she slid down 
the inclined board. Henceforth she had a portable gym- 
nasium which could be set up in any room In the house, or 
out of doors, and which could be packed away in the closet 
when not in use. 

At this point Mr. Chase found that while his little girl's 
shoulders, arms, and hands were finely developed her feet 
were too small. So he built another contrivance, a swing for 


indoor use. 


in the middle of a doorway which connected two living 
rooms he hung a single pole swing, with side chains adjusted 
at the top to keep the rod in the center of the opening, and 
with a rigid footboard about six inches from the floor. On 
such a swing two children could stand at once safely, hold- 
ing to the pole, and working up a swinging motion with 
their feet. Such an exercise as this develops the gripping 
muscles of the feet and ths. and strengthens the walking 
muscles of the leg. It is particularly good for girls the de- 
velopment of whose flexor muscles is limited to the short skirt 
period of their growth. 

Without development of these muscles no woman 
can stand li ised on her feet or walk gracefully, and, 
under ordinary conditions, they cannot be developed after she 
puts on long skirts. For daytime exercise on the swing little 
Mary Chase usually wears a light, close fitting gymnasium 
suit. Every night just before she goes to bed she practices 
on the swing, playing handkerchief ball with her father as 
she sways to and fro. In the last six months she has length- 
ened her toes one-quarter of an inch. 

Mr. Chase does not pretend for his indoor apparatus that 
it is as good for children as play in the open air. He believes, 
however, that infantile physical culture is useful to aid the 
growth of normal children, and that it has two important 
missions to fulfill, the development of the backward child 
and the amelioration of the contagious diseases of childhood. 


Mother Should Discover Defects. 


If a chijd is backward he thinks that its mother ought to 
discover the fact before it is 12*months old and ought to cor- 
rect the trouble by assisting nature by nature's own methods 
of creeping and climbing. If indigestion, the common cause 
of low vitality among children, is allowed to become chronie¢ 
it leads to malnutrition, which checks the child's growth. 
The three vital functions of digestion, respiration, and circu- 
lation must be stimulated, and the three great agents to ef- 
fect this are medicine, hygiene, and physical culture. Through 
experience with his own child he found that the common dis- 
eases of childhood lose their terror when a e¢ehild has 
physically trained in an intelligent manner.

HEY say that the working woman is not neces- 
sarily the woman who goes out to an office 
every day, or to a shop, or to a factory, but 
that the woman who stays at home and toils 
may be a working woman just astruly. At any 
rate, whether a woman be what is called a 


woman who spends her time at home, there are 
facts which she should know, and without which she cannot 
be as healthy as’she should be. | 

It can be taken for granted that the business woman is a 
woman -who comes home tired. At night she is as weary as 
is the stenographer who assists her. And it can be taken as a 
matter of fact that every woman who is employed comes 
home at night as tired as she can be. Often she returns to 
ther home with all her mental as weil ag all her bodily strength 
gone, sapped out by the nervous tension of the day. 

Sometimes, more is the pity, the working woman returns 
home preternaturally alert in brain. 
And when she lies down to go to sleep her mind is atill work- 
ing. She carries insomnia with her late into the night, and 
when she awakens in the morning it is with a tired feeling 
that does not wear off even after a good breakfast. 


Ways to Coax Sleep. 

The woman who is employed must get a gvod night’s sleep. 
And for this a London physician advises a tepid bath and a 
cup of cocoa. He also advises light calisthenics. And he 
advises the business woman not ‘to go to bed early, but to 
stay up until she is sleepy, be it 11‘o’clock or later. Going 
to bed too early is bad. 

The tired out woman should take a mild sedative. It need 
not be anything stronger than catnip tea or a light dose of 
some soothing bromide powder, or something that could be 
given to any baby. But it will act upon the nerves, quieting 
them and soothing them into that first sweet slumber which 
leads to a long, restful sleep. « 

‘The tired out business woman is like a baby. To a certain 
extent she must make her own diet. She must find what 
@grees with her and she must stick toit. Above all things she 
must not eat that which she does not like. 

When it comes to bathing, the nervous woman should take 
Punch’s advice, which is, ‘‘ Don’t.””’ Water is not good for 
the woman who is nervously exhausted, for it robs her flesh 
of its oils and exhausts her ‘too much. If she can capture a 
tub of water which is just the temperature of her body, well 
and good. But if it is hot enough to shock her or cold enough 
to chill her, then it does her more harm than good. 

The nervous woman should exercise, but she should exer- 
cise not her tired muscles, but her rested ones.

For the woman who is too nervous to go out upon the 
thoroughfares for a spim there are simple chair exercises which 
she can take at home. She needs no other apparatus than a 
stout seated chair, and she can jump up and down, trot, bend, 
and twist without in any way overtaxing her strength. 

The nervous woman will find that exercising upon a chair 
takes some skill, for she must keep her balance al! the while 
or the chair will tip. And this effort to keep her balance will 
interest her so that she will like her task and will look for- 
ward to her exercise time. ; 

Pretty soon she will become so expert that she can hop up 
on the chair without touching the back, and when she is able to 
do this she can be sure that she has learned to breathe prop- 
erly. 


Deep breathing is necessary for the tired, nervous woman, 


but unfortunately deep breathing is hard work. It tires her 
to draw the deep breath that comes from the pit of her ab- 
domen, and, after one or two trials, she gives it up. 

But the chair exercises will help her, and when she jumps 
up and down she unconsciously breathes more deeply than 
usual and so she gradually gets into deep breathing. 


For the Wo of Weight. 


There is another story to be told for the chair exercise. 
It is a story for the woman with too much adipose tissue. 
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And the story is that the chair exercise will reduce the weight, 
and it certainly will. 

Now, to tell the woman who weighs 200 pounds to hop up 
on a chair and to hop down again is nonsense. She could 
not hop up on a foot stool, she could not jump over a string; 
she could not perform any kind of an athletic feat. It Is all 
she can do to navigate her weight along. ; 

But she can try the chair exercise slowly. She can begin 
with a stout seated wooden chair and can climb up into it 
and stand there, and she can climb down again. She will pant 
terribly after the exercise. But she cam keep it up, climbing 
up into the chair and down again until she has exercised for 
fifteen minutes. 

The fat woman, the woman who weighs 200 pounds, will 
be lame after this exercise, warm and short of breath, and 
thirsty. But she must not take a drink of water. On the con- 
trary, she must abstain from fluids. She can take a bite of 
fresh fruit or can eat a whole sour apple. But she must not 
drink the glass of iced water which she craves. 

The next day she will be lame, but she must go through 
her stunts again. And this time, if she be lame indeed, she 


‘can rest for a day. 


The chair exercises are excellent for the fat woman be- 
cause they teach her the art of balance. As for exercise with 
Indian clubs and dumb bells, they are impossible for her, be- 
cause she tires far too easily. She must content herself with 
leg and hip exercise which does not greatly fatigue the heart, 
and which is less apt to * wind’’ her than arm exercises. It 
is no fun to be stout and no fun to be nervous. And the

Tonic Shampoo: Take two ounces of white castile soap 
and dissolve in a quart of boiling water; when cool add one 
pint of bay rum, one tablespoonful of borax, thirty grains of 
bisulphate of quinine. Add a tablespoonful or two when you 
shampoo. 

Young Girl: Here is a curling fluid: Take of powdered 
borax one-half ounce; gum arabic, fifteen grains; spirits of 
camphor, three drams; warm water, ten ounces. Dissolve 
the borax and the gum in the water. When cool add cam- 
phor. Moisten hair with lotion and roll in small ringlets 
pinning with invisible hairpins until dry. ! 

Pimpled Face: Local treatment will cure pimples, but 
you must attend to the laws of hygiene. A daily bath with 
a flesh hrush will stimulate the functions of the skin. Ones 
a day wring a towel out of hot water and lay it over the face, 
keeping it there until the ekin is steaming hot. Witch hazel 
is a good application for facial eruptions, especially wheal 
followed with a sponging of eau de cologne, to which a ping 
of borax has been added.
